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David Scondras’s exit from the Boston 
City Council next week was engineered 
largely by WHDH (AM 850) talk-show 
host Howie Carr. In the weeks before the 
November 2 election, Carr played tapes of 
Scondras’s inebriated late-night calls made 
last March to the police 911 line, while 
taunting Scondras for being “an openly 
gay city councilor.” 

Now Scondras may get the last laugh. 

WHDH has invited him to host the 
Howie Carr Show next Wednesday, De- 
cember 29, from 3 to 7 p.m., while Carr is 
on vacation. And the Phoenix has learned 
that Scondras’s staff has already contacted 
Boston’s foremost political humorist, Bar- 
ry Crimmins, to assist with the effort. Lis- 
teners may get a lot more than a free pre- 
view of Crimmins’s December 30 year-in- 
review show, at Johnny D’s, in Somerville. 
Crimmins says he might serve Carr a dish 
of his own hack-bashing medicine.

| nouncements.” 


WHODH program manager Al Mayers 
says the invitation to Scondras wasn’t gen- 
erated by concern about FCC regulations 
requiring radio stations to offer response 
time to individuals who are personally at- 
tacked on the airwaves. “The FCC doesn’t 
require me to do that, because he’s a pub- 


| lic official,” says Mayers. “The idea was to 


get as many public officials as we could to 
sit in for him [Carr], but vacations being 
what they are, Scondras is the only one to 
confirm.” 

And will Scondras have the same edito- 
rial freedom that WHDH grants to Carr? 
“He certainly will,” says Mayers. 

But Scondras may not have as many lis- 
teners as Carr did when he was bashing 
Scondras last October. According to the 
most recent Arbitrends report, from the 
Arbitron ratings service, Carr’s audience 
slipped in November. October was a good 


month for Carr, who drew more listeners 
than his former mentor and current rival, 
WRKO (AM 680) talk host Jerry Williams 
(“Air Offensive,” News, December 11). 
Back in October, among listeners between 
the ages of 25 and 54, Carr earned an au- 
dience share of 5.3 percent, compared to 
only 2.4 percent for Williams. But 
Williams bounced back in November, with 
a 5.3 percent share, while Carr’s audience 
slipped to 3.3 percent. 

Scondras says he hopes to improve 
Carr’s December ratings with his four 
hours on the air. — Al Giordano 


MEDIA NOTES: 
HIGHWAY TOLLS 


Yes, there will be lawyers on the elec- 
tronic highway. On December 16, the Na- 
tional Writers Union (NWU) filed suit in 
federal court in New York claiming that 
writers are victims of copyright infringe- 
ment when the work they sell to publishers 
is re-used on electronic databases and on- 
line services without their permission and 
without additional compensation. The de- 
fendants in the case include the New York 
Times Corporation, the Times-Mirror 
Corporation, Time Warner, and Mead 
Data, the owner of Lexis and Nexis. 

“There’s no question in my mind that 
this is pervasive,” says NWU president 
Jonathan Tasini, who adds that his own 
work has appeared in on-line media with- 
out his consent. “We could be talking 
about tens of millions of dollars.”

Confused about the new cable-television 
law that was supposed to drop rates, but in 
many cases has had just the opposite ef- 
fect? Take heart. The Center for Media 
Education (CME), a Washington-based 
consumer-advocacy group, has just pub- 
lished the first issue of the quarterly Ca- 
blewatch newsletter, designed to function 
as an industry watchdog. 

The debut issue, entitled “It Pays To 
Complain,” not only explains how and why 
consumers can challenge “expanded basic” 
cable rates with the FCC, it also includes 
the official complaint form. 

“We'll flood the FCC with these forms,” 
predicts CME executive director Jeff 
Chester. “It is time to bow to the media- 
advocacy god of Howard Beale, from Net- 
work, We’re mad as hell and not going to 
take it anymore.”

Patterson’s proposed remedies include 
more candidate debates and a shortening 
of the campaign season. But in a brief 
Phoenix interview, the author also claimed 
that the “anti-politics” impulses spawned 
by both the Watergate and Vietnam sagas 
helped create a Frankenstein monster out 
of the press corps. 

“If you go back and look at the news 
content of that time,” says Patterson, “you 
get this growing tension between the re- 
strictive rules of objective journalism and 
the desire to say something about the po- 
litical system. . . . What you lose is any 
sense of the other side, of what is 
working. . . . It’s important to get that bal- 
ance back.” — Mark Jurkowitz 


HUNGERING 
FOR GASH 


The Greater Boston Food Bank, which 
distributed more than nine million pounds 
of food to the needy last year, finds itself 
in a troubling predicament this holiday 
season. Though the amount of food it is 
collecting from grocery stores, restau- 
rants, food drives, and the like continues 
to rise, the cash donations that enable the 
nonprofit outfit to dole out that food is 
declining. 

Charitable gifts to the organization were 
about $23,000 under budget for the first 
two months of its fiscal year, which began 
October 1, says Food Bank director Westy 
Egmont. If the situation continues, the 
Food Bank may expect to close its books 
at year’s end one-third below last year’s 
numbers for individual giving — a dis- 
turbing estimate for a nonprofit with only 
a $2 million operating budget. 

“Dollars here convert real fast into ser- 
vice,” Egmont says. “Every dollar that 
comes in the door allows us to pick up and 
distribute about $20 worth of groceries. The 
food is there, but our ability to go out and 
get it . . . and distribute it is hampered.” 

Egmont suspects the dollar decrease can 
be traced to a couple of factors, the obvi- 
ous one being the flaccid economy. “In 
great part it might be that in the summer 
we did a very public campaign for the 
[Midwest] flood victims,” Egmont says. 
“The fact that we did disaster relief might 
have diverted money from one good cause 
to another.”

RUMBLES ON 
RUSSIA'S LEFT 


While progressive Russians and the in- 
ternational community worry about the 
rise of xenophobic neofascist Vladimir 
Zhirinovsky, communists apparently be- 
lieve that if they play their cards right 
they’ll soon be singing “Happy Days Are 
Here Again.” 

In several missives sent out over the In- 
ternet, the lefties make it clear they think 
they can return to power by linking Zhiri- 
novsky’s strong electoral showing with 
the policies of Russian President Boris 
Yeltsin — and by positing themselves as 
the logical alternative to nationalist ex- 
tremism and racist hate-mongering. 

“There is talk in Moscow among those 
in the know that Zhirinovsky had partial 
support from the Yeltsin government who 
consider him a more potential ally than the 
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Communist Party or any of the opposition 
groups that they excluded from the elec- 
tions,” according to one dispatch, “The 
Market and the Madman,” originating on 
GlasNet, a Russia-based computer net- 
work. “While world leaders feign shock 
over the racist remarks of Zhirinovsky,” 
the message continues, “they continue to 
support a government which has been im- 
plementing racist policies for months, in- 
cluding the forced deportation of people of 
colour from the Russian republic and 
which have decided to make punitive mea- 
sures against non-Russians the law.” 

Another message, from the Labour In- 
formation Centre, in Moscow, ties Zhiri- 
novsky’s policies to Yeltsin’s assault on the 
old, communist-dominated parliament last 
fall,-and warns that Zhirinovsky is now the 
front-runner in the 1996 presidential elec- 
tion. “There is nothing inevitable about 
this prospect,” according to the article, 
“Russian Voters Reject Yeltsin’s ‘Re- 
forms.’ ” “It could be thwarted, for exam- 
ple, by the broad rise of a militant labour 
movement, in alliance with a renewed po- 
litical left. But if the disaster of a Zhiri- 
novsky presidency comes to pass, the 
blame will lie with Yeltsin, with Russia’s 
liberal intelligentsia, and arguably above 
all, with the leaders of important Western 
countries.” 

Finally, a straightforward call to arms 
distributed by the Workers World Service: 
“Neither Yeltsin nor Zhirinovsky can bring 
the present suffering to an end. The only 
solution is the restoration of the Soviet 
Union as a socialist state, with working 
class ownership of the means of produc- 
tion and equal rights for all nationalities. 

“That goal, so feared on Wall Street and 
in Washington, will not be achieved at the 
ballot box or on the floor of a toothless 
parliament. It can only be won in militant 
struggle by the working class under com- 
munist leadership.”

HOPE FOR PEACE 

Five years ago: December 23, 1988 

» When Tikkun magazine sponsored a conference of lib- 
eral American Jews to discuss the conservative Yitzhak 
Shamir regime, Mark Jurkowitz was impressed with the 
degree of hope there. The conferees proved somewhat pre- 
scient as well. 

“Many at the Tikkun convention spoke optimistically of 
the unfolding currents they believe will eventually move 
American Jews more solidly back into the progressive fold. 
Mikhail Gorbachev’s apparent willingness to be a solid in- 
ternational citizen (the Soviets also seem headed for a 
restoration of diplomatic relations with Israel) has partially 
defanged the “red menace” and shone a light at the end of 
the Cold War tunnel. 

“For his part, Gordon Fellman, the chair of the depart- 
ment of sociology at Brandeis University, predicted that if 
the Israelis can make peace with the Palestinians on the 
West Bank, Israel’s boundaries will finally be drawn and 
the forces of a kinder, gentler spirituality will triumph over 
‘nationalism.’ ” 


DIZZYING VERTIGO 
10 years ago: December 27, 1983

JAILBIRD GURU 

20 years ago: December 25, 1973 

» Timothy Leary preached the gospel of utopia through 
chemicals. When drugs proved dystopian as well as utopi- 
an, the establishment brought out the manacles. Peter Lee 
Beren heard the word from Leary’s prison cell. 

“Writing from Folsom Prison, serving 30 years for pos- 
session of two marijuana roaches, caged but undaunted, 
Timothy Leary recently issued his own view of the legacy 
of the psychedelic movement. ‘The lesson of the ’60s was 
that your nervous system creates its own reality. Once you 
accept that, what guideposts? What compass points? What 
new goals? The divergence of the ’60s into individualism 
and utopian optimism was crushed by violent reaction. The 
philosophical vacuum was filled by a renaissance of old 
dogmas which have latched onto the new energies: experi- 
mental Christianity, homogenized Hinduism, TV Bud- 
dhism. These pessimistic, nostalgic creeds have served to 
turn off, shallow out and calm down the explosive expan- 
sion of the last decade.”

merican feminism got 
off to a sputtering start 
this decade. 
Rightfully furious 
following the Clarence 
Thomas/Anita Hill hearings, feminists 
somehow managed not to get it. Many 
tried to make Hill — an accident of 
history, reluctant witness before a 
fool’s court, and social and political 
conservative — a hero. 

Susan Faludi turned reams of im- 
pressive reporting and research into a 
far-fetched conspiracy theory she 
called Backlash. 

Gloria Steinem wrote a touchy-feely 
tome about self-esteem. 

Catharine MacKinnon ranted and 
panted about the alleged porn plague 
to larger and larger audiences. 

And Camille Paglia posed some 
provocative intellectual questions, then 
refused to listen to anyone’s answers 
but her own. 

Those of us who’ve been waiting for 
years for dynamic, enduring female 
leadership have wearied of feminism’s 
frivolousness, its silliness, its wretched 
excesses. 

But in this, the Year After the Year of 
the Woman, we’ve reason to take heart. 

A brilliant, accomplished, well- 
rounded woman has emerged as a na- 
tional figure. She’s a lawyer. She’s a 
mother. She’s a feminist. She’s the 
First Lady. She’s hammered out the 
most socially significant legislation 
since the Social Security Act. And she 
looks damn good in Vogue. 

The face of feminism in 1992 was 
Anita Hill’s, inspiring the Senate cam- 
paigns of Carol Mosley Braun, Dianne 
Feinstein, Barbara Boxer, and Patty 
Murray. 

This year the face is Hillary Rodham 
Clinton’s. Convening the meetings to 
draft the health-care bill. Testifying 
brilliantly in favor of the legislation in 
Congress. Pointedly putting the insur- 
ance industry in its place. 

It’s Clinton’s visage, too, as the 
mother keeps a careful eye on Chelsea, 
trying to protect her chances of leading 
a quasi-normal life. It’s the strain 
showing on the daughter’s mouth as 
she leaves the hospital where Hugh 
Rodham lies dying. The close friend 
holding back tears of disbelief at Vince 
Foster’s funeral. The powerful advo- 
cate wowing an audience of health- 
care swells at Boston’s World Trade 
Center earlier this month, then laugh- 
ing out loud and joking with Maine 
lobsterman David Cousens. 

Have you noticed how many pic- 
tures there are of Hillary Clinton 
laughing? I’ve always admired her. I 
started to like her when I realized how 
much she really likes to laugh. 

Feminists wish Hillary Clinton had 
come to prominence because of her 
own considerable achievements rather 
than her marital status. But most now 
| acknowledge she handles her many 
positions, including this week’s diffi- 
cult defense of Bill, extremely well. 
Polls show many of the mainstream 
American women who didn’t like 
Hillary Clinton during the 1992 presi- 
dential campaign have since changed 
their minds. 

“She conducts herself beautifully,” 
my Republican mother observes. “She 
is always well-informed and well-pre- 
pared, and ready to learn and listen —

many of the men around her.” 
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Hail Hillary 


A smart lawyer/mom redeems 
feminism’s wretched excesses 


My 81-year-old great-aunt, a life- 
long Republican, thinks Hillary’s just 
perfect — both as political power and 
as political wife. A 22-year-old co- 
worker gushes with admiration, wish- 
ing only that Clinton were “a little 
more of a feminist” in performing her 
official role. A fortysomething critic I 
know observes, “The press are the 
only people who wonder about 
Hillary. The only thing women won- 
der is why she married Bill.” 

In fact, the only people who haven’t 
cottoned to Clinton are the men and 
women of the press. Michael Kelly’s 
snide skewering of St. Hillary and the 
politics of meaning in the New York 
Times Magazine last spring amounted

and gagged her, forcing her to com- 
promise herself for her husband’s sake 
by standing in front of a stove. 

Like any smart woman, Hillary Clin- 
ton knows that making cookies is just 
not a very big deal. Using your best 
recipe, or your best-cookie-maker- 
friend’s best recipe, you do it quickly 
and you do it well when you do it. Of- 
ten, you do it while thinking about 
something else. Baking cookies or cup- 
cakes while figuring .out what you’re 
going to put in your brief/story/status 
report the next day is the working 
mother’s equivalent of walking and 
chewing gum at the same time. 

I'd also be willing to bet Hillary Clin- 
ton probably figured she was going to 
win that cookie-making contest (she 
did). She plays to win. She cooks for 
friends and family. And Barbara Bush 
probably hasn’t entered a kitchen in 
years, except to issue orders to the help. 

Some compromise. 

The Nation’s Katha Pollit explains 
the press’s Hillary problem this way: 
“The anti-Hillary media pundits, for 
the most part men, are protecting their 
turf. (The female snipers are just jeal- 
ous.)” Pollit speculates that anti-Hillary 
journalists are motivated by status anxi- 
ety and fear for their jobs. “She may 
not have been elected, but what if no- 
body cares?” she writes. “She’s a lot 
more qualified than a lot of people giv- 
ing her advice in the media.” 

In defense of my fellow Fourth Es- 
taters, I will acknowledge that there’s 
something a little too goody-two-shoes 
about Hillary Clinton that makes peo- 
ple like us uncomfortable. She’s the 
onetime student-government president

to little more than a rambling rant. But 
media pundits loved it — not because 
it said anything, I suspect, but because 
it put Hillary down for being both 
smart and powerful. 

This month, there’s been a flurry of 
press speculation about whether 
Hillary Rodham Clinton compromised 
her smarts and powerful position by 
posing for Vogue. 

Come on. If she were a man we'd 
admire her for not taking herself so se- 
riously. For showing a more sensual 


‘side. We’d say accomplishment be- 


comes him. 

But not in Hillary’s case. 

The hoopla over the Vogue shoot is 
reminiscent of the press’s pre-election 
commentary on Hillary Clinton. It 
veered back and forth between reac- 
tionary and politically correct — often 
from the same commentators. When 
the Gennifer Flowers story broke, the 
press deemed Hillary’s admission that 
the Clintons’ marriage had not been 
perfect as too dismissive for America’s 
mores. 

But when she stood by her man on 
60 Minutes, the self-appointed Con- 
ventional Wisdom-watchers started 
calling her a wimp. 

What, I wondered then (and still 
do), was she supposed to do? Let her 
husband hang out there by himself? 
Let him speak for her? 

Some months after the media exco- 
riated Hillary for the “I could’ve stayed 
home and baked cookies” crack, she 
entered a cookie-making competition 
with Barbara Bush. 

Instead of seeing the humor in this, 
the press (and a number of feminists) 
suggested Jim Carville and George 
Stephanopoulos had somehow bound 


lege papers by 10 p.m. the day 
before they were due, and 
went to bed early so she could 
get in a swim or a round of 
tennis before class the next 
morning. 

On her way, justifiably 
pleased with what she’d writ- 
ten, she’d skim past people 
like me, wired from drinking 
coffee during an all-nighter, 
surrounded by empty ciga- 
rette packs, angst-ridden, and 
still writing.

Most reporters are probably more 
like I am than they are like Hillary — 
frantic, anxious, putting things off until 
the last minute. We find this cool, col- 
lected, super-efficient super-lawyer in- 
credibly impressive. So we pick on her. 

I, for one, find all this tiresome. And 
I think it’s time to report on one of the 
truest things about Hillary: American 
women are wowed. 

My college roommate, a 39-year-old 
mother of two and a health-care pro- 
fessional who doesn’t like the Clinton 
health plan, behaved like a starstruck 
teenager when she talked about seeing 
Clinton speak at the World Trade Cen- 
ter forum. “She was amazing,” she 
told me. “Poised. Articulate. Brilliant. 
Crystal-clear.” 

A 31-year-old lesbian I work with 
was shiny-eyed the other day over the 
Times’s Christmas shot of Hillary in 
the White House kitchen. 

“I am completely Jewish-identified, 
and completely different from her po- 
litically, and I wanted to go down on 
bended knee in front of this woman,” 
she said. “She looked so fabulous! So 
serene!” 

Hillary Rodham Clinton has reason to 
be serene. She’s smart, powerful, ac- 
complished — and human. She’s break- 
ing new political and social ground.

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Beavis and Butt-Nead rule, but tor 


Michael the pajama party $ over 


ne of them is the second-least-cool per- 

son in the universe. The other is — 

well, let’s put it this way: he’s less cool 

than that. But this is the "90s, when even 

real, live anti-heroes are suspect because of the danger 

that they possess at least some redeeming qualities. 

Thus, the biggest winners of 1993 were MTV’s Beavis 

and Butt-head, those air-guitaring, head-banging, 

Metallica-overdosed, anti-social animated morons who 

are taking the blame for everything from the decline of 
family values to the rise of frog baseball. 

Butt-head, the one with the swept-back brown hair, 


caught didn’t actually do what he was caught suppos- 
edly doing, well, so what? A celebrity’s media persona 
has absolutely nothing to do with his or her real life. 
Just ask Elvis. 

So it’s fitting that Michael Jackson, the self-styled 
King of Pop, still an international mega-star despite a 
career that’s been in decline for a decade, emerged — 
actually, he bolted to the front of the pack — as 1993’s 
biggest loser.

celebrity pedophile? Book ’im. 

If Michael really does hit bottom, it’s going to make 
quite a mess: that was a mighty high bridge he jumped 
off. His breakthrough album, 1982’s Thriller, isn’t just 
the biggest seller of all time — it’s also terrific, the 
work of a pop-music genius who for one 





braces, and formidable upper gum, and 
his less-cool friend, with the blond pom- 
padour, high-pitched gravelly voice, and 
vacant grin, are so lazy they make twen- 
tysomething slackers look like the 
Japanese. They watch music videos. 
They screw off in class. They watch mu- 
sic videos. They fantasize about big 
breasts. They watch music videos. They 
hang out. They watch music videos. 
They torture animals. And, uh, oh yes, 
huh, huh-huh, did we mention that they 
watch music videos?

The Thriller is gone 
The ethos of the age holds that the 
biggest sin isn’t doing wrong, but get- 
ting caught. And if the person who gets 





sk any cty-dwelle to tell you her or his biggest con 


answer is likely to be: crime. Or, more accurately, 


that pack of loud-mouthed kids you're going to have 
Fear of those footsteps behind you on a dark city sidew 
that noise coming from inside your apartment as you start to turn the key. — 

Boston cops know you're afraid. That’s why they started their bogus “Pear 
City” leafleting campaign to pressure City Hall into giving them a raise. We know * 
you're afraid, too — see “1993: The Year of Fear,” in the Styles section. 

So who other than Police Commissioner Bill Bratton could be Boston’s 
biggest winner of 1993? Bratton, widely described as one of the best police exec- 
utives in the country, has been a whirlwind since outgoing Mayor Ray Flynn — 
in one of his final acts — named him Boston’s top cop. 

Bratton believes fighting the fear is as important as fighting crime. His weapon 
of choice —- community policing —- would do both by de-emphasizing patrol 
cars geared toward rapid response in favor of neighborhood cops walking a beat. 
And during his short tenure, it seemed likely he would win the federal dollars and 
the local support he needed to implement that program. 

The omnipresent commissioner’s crisp, professional style was reassuring to a 
public whose jitters were rarely calmed by Bratton’s predecessor, fumble- 
mouthed choirboy Mickey Roache. And there was substance to go with the style 
— the Bratton-led investigation into the murder of Boston Police officer John

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brief moment in the fragmented ’80s 
managed to bring together blacks and 
whites, parents and little kids, yuppies 
and teenagers.

ne need only look at

The most daring 
thing she could do now would be to 
quit showbiz, get married, have a 
baby, and join a mahjong club.

This is why we love Seinfeld and 
Larry Sanders, since they purport to 
show us the sham behind TV’s 
fagade. Letterman has always been an 
expert at this, but now that he doesn’t 
even have to pretend to be cranky and 
underappreciated anymore, the cyni- 
cism of his bite-the-hand-that-feeds 
him gestures has reached new 
heights. (If Letterman were truly sub- 
versive, he wouldn’t have let his pro- 
ducers ban comedian Bill Hicks, a 
frequent guest on Letterman’s NBC 
show, but one the producers consid- 
ered too risqué for his earlier CBS 
time slot.) 

This is also why we hate Barney; we 
can’t imagine any creature is that 
earnest.

Bill Clinton was a winner and a loser in so many ways 
that it’s hard to know where to begin. But he’s right when

he complains that he hasn’t gotten as much credit as he 
should. His deficit-reduction package (which took a real 
bite out of the rich), NAFTA, the Ruth Bader Ginsburg 
appointment, and his courage in taking on health care all 
make him a winner. His refusal to go after congressional 
corruption, his retreat on gays in the military, and his 
over-eagerness to compromise on everything from taxes to 
the environment, though, are clearly the marks of a loser. 


Progressive wonkery 

The record is considerably less mixed for Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton: she was a winner, period. The most impor- 
tant progressive voice in the White House, a tireless ad- 
vocate for a new “politics of meaning” that would restore 
values to liberalism, and the administration’s real policy 
wonk, Hillary has shown it’s possible to be the president’s 
wife and still be an independent, intelligent, accomplished 
woman. 


GI Sam 

Back when Republicans ruled the White House, Senate 
Armed Services Committee chairman Sam Nunn (D- 
Georgia) was a winner — a Democratic moderate re- 
spected by both sides. Now he’s a loser, opposing his own 
president on everything from military cutbacks to the ban 
on gays and lesbians. Clinton should have made Nunn his 
secretary of Defense. At least then he’d have to shut up. 


Fools on the Hill 

Of course, when picking congressional losers, it’s al- 
most unfair to have to single anyone out. But Senator 
Ernest Hollings (D-South Carolina) singled himself out 


emeritus status. As for Senator Bob Packwood (R-Ore- 
gon), it’s about time he became the loser of his seat. 


High-tech lynchee 
Speaking of Clarence Thomas, Lani Guinier was a 
winner, handling her high-tech lynching with a lot more 
grace than he did — and yet, by 
refusing to go gently into that 
good night, managing to teach Bill 
Clinton a lesson that would serve 
him well: put a little steel in your 
backbone, and treat your friends 
at least as deferentially as your en- 
emies. 


Simple as that 

A year ago, Henry Ross Perot 
had ’em eating out of his hand af- 
ter leading a spectacularly suc- 
cessful third-party movement 
against the very Washington es- 
tablishment with which Bill Clin- 
ton seems so comfortable. Now 
he’s a loser, defrocked by Vice-President Al Gore, of all 
people, and revealed to be the shameless hypocritical 
huckster that he is. Thus the stiff and earnest Gore 
emerged as a winner, as did his wife, noted music critic 
Tipper Gore, who kept her mouth shut, proving she’s 
learned the best kind of censorship is self-censorship. 
Unfortunately, Tipper’s erstwhile antagonist, Frank Zap- 
pa, was silent as well, losing a battle to cancer but re- 
maining a winner nevertheless. 


Heart of darkness 

As one of the most successful Hollywood directors of all 
time, Steven Spielberg is used to being a winner (except 
at Oscar time). But with Schindler’s List, Spielberg has 
shown himself to be a different kind of winner: a master 
filmmaker who can unflinchingly reveal the darkest truths 
about human nature. 


The new plague 

New York Times journalist Jeffrey Schmalz lost his life 
to AIDS, but his posthumously published essay in-the 
New York Times Magazine, “Whatever Happened to 
AIDS?” (November 28), was a winner, an angry, elo- 
quent indictment of both the political and the medical es- 
tablishments. Tony Kushner was a winner for his brilliant 
Angels in America, a look at life in the plague era. It’s al- 
most a sacrilege to mention the name Fred Phelps in the 
same paragraph, but this alleged Baptist minister from 
Kansas, who pickets the funerals of people who died of 
AIDS, was a loser of a sick and disturbing sort. 


In from the cold 

Despite losing her freedom for the next half-dozen 
years, Katherige Ann Power, the 60s radical who came 
in from the céid, was a winner, both for coming to terms 
with her past and for helping to ease the pain of the family 
of Walter Schroeder, the Boston Police officer killed in a 
bank robbery in which she participated. Her statement 
asking people to remember the war-torn context in which 
her crimes took place — widely denounced as an attempt 
to evade responsibility — was really a quietly dignified ef- 
fort to remind people of how confused everyone was dur- 
ing those ugly, scary days. 


New York, New York 

Tina Brown was a winner, transforming the New Yorker 
from a tired old magazine people carried around to look 
smart into a hip, hot book with at least one must-read per is- 
sue. But her previous magazine, Vanity Fair, moved into the 
loser’s circle in her absence. Quick, hit the snooze alarm. 


Poor penmanship 

The Newton, Apple Computer’s hand-held computer 
— er, sorry, personal digital assistant — was a loser, as its 
comically flawed handwriting-recognition feature was 
lampooned everywhere from Doonesbury to Saturday 
Night Live. But the Macintosh was a loser for several years 
before becoming a winner, so it may be too soon to wraqli 
ththjk Newtiq — er, write the Newton off.

And Marjorie Heins, 
founding director of the ACLU’s ArtseCensorship Project, 
was a winner for fighting on behalf of the NEA Four and 
against feminist censors Catharine MacKinnon and An- 
drea Dworkin. 


Rogues’ gallery 4 

And, finally, a passel of losers to close out the year: 
Howard Stern, for using the First Amendment as a 
substitute for wit, imagination, and insight; his African- 
American sidekick, Robin Quiver, for allowing herself 
to be used as a shield for Stern’s racist, misogynist hu- 
mor; Catharine MacKinnon, the self-styled feminist 
whose advocacy of censorship continues to assault 
women’s sense and sensibility; John Wayne Bobbitt, 
although doctors won’t say precisely how big a loser he 
was; Robert James Waller, whose The Bridges of 
Madison County was one of the most sexist, simplistic, 
insipid pieces of crap to top the bestseller lists since 





FARTMAN Stern was a racist, misogynist pig 
and Quiver provided cover. 


Jonathan Livingston Seagull; Pat Robertson, for con- 
tinuing to be himself; and Ed Rollins, for his now-dis- 
avowed role in suppressing the black vote in New 
Jersey. 

Rollins was a winner, though, for reminding us, in case 
we'd forgotten, that the old Nixon/Reagan/Bush gang’s 
most effective weapons are still lies, subterfuge, and dirty 
tricks. Caveat emptor. Q 
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Mulligan last summer was a welcome contrast to the 
botched investigations of the Roache years, in which viola- 
tions of civil liberties and overall incompetence led to the 
worst of all possible outcomes: outraged communities and 
unsolved crimes. The Chuck Stuart case was only the 
most visible example. 


Don’t siam the door 

Thus, it’s painful to report that Boston’s biggest loser of 
the year was none other than Bill Bratton. If there has 
been one consistent criticism of Bratton throughout his 
career, it is that he’s ambitious to 
a fault. He certainly proved that 
this year by pursuing — and win- 
ning — the New York City police 
commissioner’s job after Rudy 
Giuliani, who admired Bratton’s 
work in running the New York 
Transit Police a few years ago, 
was elected mayor. 

There’s a lot of the old Boston- 
New York stuff involved here, and 
Bratton inadvertently ripped a few 
stitches when he referred to his 
Boston job as a “consolation 
prize.” Boston’s psyche, after all, 
has never recovered from the Red 
Sox’ giving away Babe Ruth to the 
Yankees. And the local inferiority complex got worse this 
year when the New York Times bought the Boston Globe, 
transforming the city’s media status in some eyes from 
that of a major-league franchise to a Triple A affiliate. 

But there’s more to the Bratton departure than that. Un- 
like New York, LA, and Detroit, Boston is not Fear City. 
Like many major urban centers, though, Boston is teetering 
on the brink. Bratton, an innovator, a philosopher, and a 
leader, was to have been a key part of making sure Boston 
didn’t slip into the abyss. For all Mayor Tommy Menino’s 
brave talk of finding a replacement for Bratton who'll be 
just as good, that’s not likely to happen. Bratton is the best, 
or close to it. And no matter how competent and well-inten- 
tioned his replacement proves to be, it won’t be the same. 


Court-house kudos 

There were several other local crime-fighting winners in 
1993. 

Massachusetts Attorney General Scott Harshbarger 
was a winner for his persistent anti-corruption campaign.

Suffolk County District Attorney Ralph Martin was a 
winner for streamlining and professionalizing the bloated, 
vengeful operation he inherited from Newman Flanagan, 
and for nearly eliminating the turf wars with City Hall and 
the police commissioner’s office. Now Martin faces his 
biggest challenge: winning election in his own right (he 
became DA through gubernatorial appointment after 
Flanagan resigned) as a black Republican in a white, 
Democratic political environment. 

Nancy Gertner’s appointment as a federal-district- 
court judge makes her a winner, proving that being a 
card-carrying civil libertarian is no impediment to legal 
or judicial success — at least as long as Bill Clinton is 
president. 


Class act 

When people describe Boston as 
the sports capital of the universe, 
they’re referring to the fervor of 
its fans rather than the success of 
its teams. That was especially true 
in 1993, as the Red Sox, the 
Celtics, the Bruins, and the Patri- 
ots all fell well short of the win- 
ner’s circle. But Donna Harris 
Lewis, widow of Celtics guard 
Reggie Lewis, was a winner for 
her dignity in the face of tragedy, 
and for resuming her role as a 
community activist at a time when 
she might have lost hope. 





Superfoot 

On a lighter note, David Gordon, the Boston College 
place-kicker, was a big winner. This little guy won the 
biggest game in local college-football history, beating 
Notre Dame, which was not only the top-rated team in the 
country but also BC’s archrival. The greatest moment in 
BC history since Doug Flutie’s Hail Mary pass. 


Reputations lost 

Local politics produced plenty of winners and losers, 
and not just Tommy Menino, who won, and Jim Brett, 
who lost. Indeed, the mayoral race alone produced three 
other notable losers: Mickey Roache, the former nice-guy 
police commissioner, transformed himself into Pat 
Buchanan, divisively injecting abortion rights, family val- 
ues, and affirmative action into the campaign in a desper- 
ate effort to stay afloat; outgoing City Councilor Rosaria 
Salerno greeted her thoroughly predictable defeat with an

Gareth Saunders, the incoming Roxbury district city 
councilor, was a winner for demonstrating that intelli- 
gence, hard work, and decency can still be the keys to 
winning political office. Unfortunately, Tony Crayton, 
whom Saunders beat, should have been a winner, but was 
a loser because he dared stand up to the Black Political 
Task Force, which was enraged by his vote making Tom- 
my Menino council president and by his lukewarm sup- 
port for a progressive redistricting plan. It’s a bad omen

By besting 
O’Neil, John Nucci became a winner, an 
articulate progressive likely to emerge as a 
strong mayoral contender in the future. 
But Boston voters were losers for failing 
to elect citywide council candidate Eddie 
Jenkins, one of the most impressive candi- 
dates for any office 
this year. 


Cult of 
personality 

The biggest local 
political loser of 
1993 was Massachu- 
setts Senate Pres- 
ident Billy Bulger 
(D-South Boston), 
whose tenure as the 
longest-reigning 
leader of that cham- 
ber was threatened 
by a challenge from 
within. The coup attempt has thrown the 
Senate into turmoil, forever damaging Bul- 
ger’s reputation for iron-fisted control. 
The myth has been shattered — even if 
Bulger crushes the rebels. 


Inside edition 

The leader of that coup, Senator Bill 
Keating (D-Sharon), was a winner for has- 
tening Bulger’s long-overdue demystifica- 
tion. But he was a loser for embracing re- 
form only since announcing his candidacy 
for president. Rather than being a breath of 
fresh air, this insurgency carries with it the 
odor of an inside power struggle. 


Women’s work 

The two female members of the Keating 
Seven, Senators Dianne Wilkerson (D- 
Roxbury) and Lois Pines (D-Newton), 
were winners for standing up to the old- 
boy network — a particularly tough act for 
a woman to pull off, outnumbered as 
women are on Beacon Hill. Wilkerson has 
Bulger bending over backwards, and Pines 
recently mau-maued 
the Committee on 
Third Reading into 
engrossing her pro- 
consumer bill that 
would regulate cred- 
it-card companies. 


Into the 
deep end 

Senators Cheryl 
Jacques (D-Need- 
ham) and Brian Mc- 
Donald (D-Wey- 
mouth), on the other 
hand, were losers for 
jumping into the Bulger tank after running 
on platforms of rules reform and of oust- 
ing the Senate president. They didn’t just 
bring their snorkels — they put on scuba 
gear. 





Chelsea morning 

Since the state first threw bankrupt, cor- 
ruption-riddled Chelsea into receivership 
in 1991, Lewis Harry Spence has proven 
himself a winner, first as deputy receiver 
and now as receiver. With winning ap- 
pointments like straight-shooting Police 
Chief Edward Flynn, Spence has helped 
restore trust in city government. 


| Street peace 


Unsung and underpaid, the Boston Com- 
munity Centers Streetworkers were win- 
ners for their role in keeping the peace on 
Boston’s mean streets. They quell gang dis- 
putes, conduct workshops on drug- and al- 
cohol-abuse prevention, and help struggling 
urban youths with everything from college- 
entrance exams to court appearances. 


Stealth censor 

State Commissioner of Correction Larry 
DuBois was a loser for persistently inter- 
fering with the right of the public and its 
press to cover what goes on behind the

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iron gates. A recent trick played on the 
Phoenix — inviting the paper to send a 
photographer to tour Walpole state prison, 
and then telling him only after he arrived 
that he could not gain entry wearing jeans 
— was just one of many examples. In oth- 
er cases, reporters have been barred from a 
visit even after scheduling it, or have been 
refused permission to interview an inmate 
even though that interview was pre-ap- 
proved by prison officials. It’s a clever 
strategy, since only the most committed 
reporters will persist day after day in the 
face of such harassment. 


Let them eat cake 
The world’s largest airline-catering ser- 
vice, Caterair International, was a loser 
for throwing out up to one ton of surplus 
food at Logan Airport every week rather 
than giving it to organizations that help the 
needy. Explains loser-in-chief Paul Berg- 
eron, operations supply manager for Cat- 
erair’s Logan branch: “We could have a 
truck up here every day of the week... . 
You just can’t be big 
brother to the world.” 


Jekyli, Hyde, 
and Howie 

Boston Herald co- 
lumnist Howie Carr 
was a winner for 
keeping the heat on 
the hacks, cronies, 
and ne’er-do-wells of 
Beacon Hill at a time 
when most of the 
press has grown sick 
of State House poli- 
tics. But WHDH 
talk-radio host Howie Carr was a loser for 
beating up on gays and lesbians, the poor, 
the disabled, and others who don’t have 
50,000 watts of power with which to fight 
back. 


Teen angels 

Susan Rodgerson and Kate Schrauth, 
founders of Artists for Humanity, were 
winners for their work to help kids. Their 
organization is a nonprofit group that 
formed a for-profit business, City Teens 
Design Company, that employs underpriv- 
ileged inner-city teenagers. After strug- 
gling in a tiny South End studio for several 
years, trying-to get the city.to donate a 
larger work space, they finally got a private 
landlord to let them use a 10,000-square- 
foot loft in a former warehouse, enabling 
them to expand the program and build up 
business. 


By the way, General... 
Cambridge Mayor Ken Reeves was a win- 
ner for escorting Harvard-commencement 
speaker Colin Powell 
around Cambridge — 
after telling him his 
safety was in the 
hands of a gay man of 
African descent. But 
John “Wacko” Hur- 
ley, of the Allied War 
Veterans Council of 
South Boston, was a 
loser for his contin- 
ued (failing) efforts to 
keep gay, lesbian, and 
bisexual Irish-Ameri- 
cans out of the St. 
Patrick’s Day Parade. 


The clean and the dirty 

The Boston Center for the Arts was a 
winner for cleaning up its act, finding a 
way to make commercial (Hamersley’s 
Bistro) and not-for-profit enterprises work 
in partnership, and presenting truly eclec- 
tic and multi-cultural programming at a 
time when most people only talk about it. 
Matthew Brooks and his New England 
Fine Arts Institute were losers for spon- 
soring the disastrous New England Art 
Expo in Woburn last summer. The show 
took in tens of thousands of dollars from 
artists whose work, in most cases, was 
never uncrated. 


Nuclear waste 

And finally, with a nod to Chris Lydon 
(a Boston mayoral loser whose promise to 
“nuke” the Boston Public Schools made 
him a winner of sorts), the old, elected 
Boston School Committee was a loser; the 
new, appointed Boston School Committee 
is a loser; and the future Boston School 
Committee, whether elected, appointed, or 
picked at random from the phone book, is 
likely to be a loser as well. 

Thus, Mayor Tommy Menino will be a 
winner if he can straighten out the mess on 
Court Street and get kids learning again. Q

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Toxic realities 


The unpleasant truth about 
cleaning up hazardous waste

t’s a rainy, windy day, and the alu- 
minum observation tower shakes 
with each gust. But Dale Kling, an 
engineer for Monsanto who’s in 
charge of cleaning up the toxic- 
waste site below, doesn’t seem to notice. 
He points out the arsenic, lead, and 
chromium pits that will be covered over 
and the areas where contaminated 
| groundwater will be pumped out and 
| treated. The sulfur-dioxide gas that leaks 
| out of a pile of old hides will be burned 
| off, he explains, and the surrounding air 
tested to make sure it complies with feder- 
| al requirements. “That way,” he says slyly, 
| “we won’t stink up Gretchen’s backyard 
party.” 

Gretchen Latowsky, director of For a 
| Cleaner Environment (FACE), a local citi- 
zens’ group, responds with a tight smile. 
| Kling, a slow-talking Texan who wears 
work boots and jeans with a MONSANTO 
belt buckle, has been stationed in Woburn 
for three years. He was brought in to clean 
up the Industri-Plex, a 245-acre property 
that was home for 150 years to tanneries 
and chemical companies. Monsanto, one 
of the companies that polluted the proper- 


ty, has taken the lead in designing and im- 
plementing the project, under the supervi- 
sion of the US Environmental Protection 
Agency’s Superfund program. 

The Industri-Plex is one of two massive 
waste sites discovered in Woburn 14 years 
ago. The second, known as Wells G and 
H, is a couple of miles to the south. There, 
municipal wells supplied drinking water to 
residents in the eastern third of Woburn 
from 1964 until 1979, when state officials 
discovered that the water was contaminat- 
ed with a slew of industrial solvents. Some 
researchers have linked the contamination 
to an increase in childhood leukemia in 
Woburn, a tragic pattern that persisted 
until seven years after the wells had been 
shut down. 

Yet cleanup at the 330-acre G and H 
site has barely begun. Groundwater is be- 
ing pumped and treated, but the EPA says 
that process is likely to last at least 50 
years. Contaminated soil will be treated in 
high-tech incinerators. 

The EPA’s efforts here are both hopeful 
and troubling. Hopeful because after 14 
years of environmental testing, legal nego- 
tiations, and numerous false starts, 
cleanup operations are under way on both 
properties. Troubling because the more

that is learned about the area, the more those efforts seem 
inadequate, even futile. 

And the experience of Woburn, a small (population: 
36,000) middle-class city with blue-collar roots, is hardly 
exceptional. Woburn is something of a microcosm of the 
EPA’s efforts to clean up toxic waste nationwide. Super- 
fund hasn’t worked as well as environmentalists had 
hoped, and as the years stretch on between detecting waste 
problems and solving them, many are beginning to rethink 
the assumptions behind the environmental legislation. 

“At one time,” says Latowsky, “we thought you could 
just cover over the site and leave it. I don’t think we fully 
understood the hazards involved. If we could assess the 
hazards better, it would be easier to make choices about 
how to deal with the problem.” 

Indeed, there was a certain hubris that pervaded those 
first attempts to clean up the toxic waste. In the late 1970s 
and early ’80s, when the nightly news featured dying kids 
from Woburn and evacuated neighborhoods in Love Canal, 
New York, environmentalists and elected officials joined to 
solve the problem. The result: the Superfund program, 
which gives the EPA the muscle to force property owners 
to take action and the money the agency needs to step in 
when property owners can’t — or won’t — fulfill their re- 
sponsibilities. The lessons that have been learned since 
then are complex and, in some cases, contradictory. 

In Woburn, for instance, at the same time citizens like 
Latowsky were coming to terms with the reality that clean- 
ing up the area would be far more difficult than they had 
once believed, they were also allowing themselves to consid- 
er a once-heretical thought: that maybe returning the land 
and groundwater to a pristine state isn’t all that important. 
After all, turning off Wells G and H solved the childhood- 
leukemia problem. And putting fences around contaminated 
properties keeps kids from joyriding there on their dirt 
bikes and getting exposed to airborne chemicals. (Paving 
over waste sites works just as well, and that’s exactly what 
Mayor John Rabbitt hopes to do with the Industri-Plex. He 
plans to build a train-and-bus station there that, along with 
a new interchange off I-93, he says, will bring 12,000 to 
16,000 jobs to the area by 2010.) 

“The public has to be prepared to allow certain amounts 
of contamination to exist without being cleaned up. I hate 
to say that, but it’s true,” says Latowsky, who acknowl- 
edges she would probably never have said such a thing 10 


years ago.

With this new pragmatism has come a blurring of the 
traditional lines in the sand between residents and industry, 
between environmentalists and government officials. 

Partly it’s fatigue. Latowsky’s group, FACE, at one time 
hundreds strong, was instrumental in pressuring govern- 
ment to acknowledge the leukemia cases and to move 
ahead with cleanup plans. Today FACE is down to a hand- 
ful of activists, its office closed and its grant money gone. 

But partly it’s because there are no clearly defined good 
guys and bad guys. Monsanto may have helped contami- 
nate the Industri-Plex, but Latowsky has no reason to mis- 
trust Dale Kling — although she is keeping a close eye on 
both Monsanto and the EPA to make sure so-called institu- 
tional controls are strong enough to guarantee continued 
monitoring and to prevent future developers from digging 
up the waste again. 

W.R. Grace & Company is infamous for its role in pol- 
luting Wells G and H, and in 1986 it paid out some $8 
million in an out-of-court settlement with 13 families of 
leukemia victims. But the Grace division whose employees 
dumped chemicals into a ditch is long gone; the manager 
who allegedly ordered the dumping is dead. Today Grace 
is one of Woburn’s model corporate citizens. 

The environmental-action group Greenpeace, which 
keeps tabs on Superfund nationally, is unhappy that the 
EPA has cleaned up only 55 of the 1311 sites across the 
country. But at the same time it notes the agency’s record 
is improving, and it defends Superfund against attacks 
from the chemical industry — which, Greenpeace fears, 
may have a friend in the White House. 

* 

Cleaning up the two Woburn sites will cost more than 
$100 million — about $50 million for the Industri-Plex, 
and between $50 million and $70 million for Wells G and 
H. Nearly all of those costs will be paid for by the present 


ang former, property owners determined by the, EPA, to 














have been responsible for poisoning the 
land and water. (The $1.6 billion-a-year 
Superfund, financed mainly through a tax 
on industry, is tapped only when the re- 
sponsible parties can’t pay — or if they 
refuse to come to an agreement, in which 
case the EPA may resort to a little-used 
weapon: it cleans up the property itself, 
and then sues the property owners for 
triple damages.) 

The Woburn sites, however, are but a 
tiny fraction of the Aberjona River water- 
shed, which encompasses Woburn and 
seven other communities from Wilmington 
to Medford. The region has been a hotbed 
of industry for well over a century. And 
there’s an emerging consensus that the 
area is loaded with toxic hot spots, many 
— if not most — still undiscovered. 

Harry Hemond, a civil-engineering pro- 
fessor at MIT, is one of the directors of a 
long-range study aimed at determining ex- 
actly what chemicals the 50,000 residents 
who live in the Aberjona watershed have 
been exposed to and how the exposure has 
affected their health. The study has turned 
him into a critic of how Superfund works. 
Because the program looks at pollution on 
a property-by-property basis, EPA officials 
are effectively prevented from considering 
pollution damage to an entire ecosystem. 

“I do believe very much that the water- 
shed-oriented approach is essential,” 
Hemond says. “I think our studies show 
this to be the case. Superfund has a very 
legalistic flavor to it. I recognize that in 
enforcement actions you have to follow the 
law and use the law, but the science can 
get overwhelmed by the law.” 

Latowsky points to an example from 
each of the Woburn sites. Arsenic-contam- 
inated groundwater appears to be flowing 
off the Industri-Plex property, and can be 
found in the riverbed’s soil for several 
miles downstream — yet there are no 
plans to clean up that contamination. At 
the Wells G and H site, W.R. Grace built a 
pump-and-treat plant to purify groundwa- 
ter — and that plant was reportedly over- 
whelmed when it pulled in pollution from 
off site. (Inquiries to Grace were referred 
to company attorney Mark Stoler, who de- 
clined to comment.) 

Critics also charge the investigation and 
negotiations take so long that by the time 
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work begins, the cleanup technology is of- 
ten out of date. In Woburn, for instance, the 
EPA issued “records of decision” — legal 
documents binding the responsible property 
owners — for the Industri-Plex in 1986, 
and Wells G and H in 1989. Both those 
records of decision were based on data that 
had been collected several years earlier. 
“Maybe if the EPA moved a little quick- 
er between the time the record of decision 
happens and the time the remedy takes 
place, there wouldn’t be outdated technol- 
ogy,” says Rob Sargent, a toxic-waste ex- 
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project manager for the Industri-Plex site, 
argues that the record of decision can be 
amended as new information is gathered. 
“In a perfect world, you would know ev- 
erything there is to know about the con- 
tamination on the site prior to signing the 
ROD [record of decision], but that doesn’t 
happen,” he says, adding he’s now negoti- 
ating with the responsible parties to do still 
more testing at the Industri-Plex site. Adds 
Merrill Hohman, the EPA’s director of 
waste management for New England: 
“There is some flexibility. We can modify a 
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pert for MassPIRG (the Massachusetts 
Public Interest Research Group). 

Nick Paleologos, who was Woburn’s 
state representative when the toxic-waste 
sites were discovered and who helped cre- 
ate a state Superfund program to deal with 
smaller sites, expresses frustration with the 
process: “In 1979, when this was on the 
front page of the Boston Globe, | thought 
we’d be looking, at the most, at five years 
to diagnose it, assess the responsibility, 
and clean it up. It dragged on and dragged 
on and dragged on.” 

EPA officials, understandably, defend 
their work. Joseph DeCola, the agency’s 


record of decision.” 

But Jay Naparstek, a neutral observer 
— he spent a number of years overseeing 
the Industri-Plex site for the Massachu- 
setts Department of Environmental Pro- 
tection — agrees with critics like Harry 
Hemond. Calling the record of decision “a 
very inflexible document,” Naparstek says 
it’s characteristic of the program’s short- 
comings. ; 

“I think everybody involved in Super- 
fund sees that as a problem,” Naparstek 
says. “The process takes a long time from 
the time the ROD is signed until the time 
we actually begin building something. And 
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by the time we begin to implement the 
technology available in the ROD, there 
may be a better technology available. We 
could get caught up in this cycle forever.” 

As for the difficulties posed by dealing 
with toxic waste on a property-by-property 
basis instead of looking at the ecosystem 
as a whole, Hohman points to several in- 
stances across the country where the EPA 
has tried to deal with pollution in a holistic 
way — the Rio Grande, the Great Lakes, 
and, locally, the Merrimack River on both 
sides of the Massachusetts-New Hamp- 
shire border. He also notes that the EPA is 
conducting its own study of the Aberjona 
River. But, he admits, “Superfund isn’t de- 
signed to respond to a geographic area. 
It’s difficult because of the statutory need 
to deal with so many things on a property- 
specific basis.” 

a 

The Superfund program has come un- 
der considerable attack since it took effect 
in 1981. 

But the record shows the Superfund has 
been problematic since its stormy birth. A 
child of the final days of the Carter admin- 
istration, the program was implemented by 
pro-industry and anti-environment ap- 
pointees of Ronald Reagan. 

It didn’t get much better after Congress 
reauthorized Superfund in 1986, giving 
the EPA a bigger tax on industry and 
greater power to compel cleanup. Critics 
charged the EPA took too long negotiat- 
ing with responsible parties rather than 
forcing them to come to terms and had in 
many cases settled for quick fixes and 
half-measures rather than permanent 
cleanups. A report issued several years 
ago by Congress’s Office of Technology 
Assessment acknowledged as much: “Su- 
perfund remains largely ineffective and in- 
efficient. Technical evidence confirms 
that, all too frequently, Superfund is not 
working environmentally the way the law 
directs it to. This finding challenges all 
those concerned about human health and 
the environment to discover what is 
wrong and fix it.” 

The Superfund law is scheduled to ex- 
pire on September 30, 1994, and the tax 
lapses a year later, which puts environ- 
mentalists on the defensive. Because the

chemical industry is gearing up for a ma- 
jor assault on the law when Congress takes 
up reauthorization, many in the environ- 
mental community are urging Congress to 
leave well enough alone and simply renew 
both the law and the tax. 

“You don’t have a lot of completed 
cleanups, but you have hundreds of 
| cleanups going on,” says Rick Hind, leg- 

islative director of Greenpeace’s toxics 

campaign. “We find ourselves in the un- 
usual position of having to defend EPA.” 
“Most of what Congress is considering 
is the agenda of polluters who want to fur- 
ther weaken the law,” Hinds adds. “It may 
| be a net loss when Congress opens the 
| Statute up, because it is one of the stronger 
federal laws on the books. It is not being 
| administered aggressively, and it is being 
| sabotaged by industry.” 
| _ The chemical industry is mounting a full 
frontal assault on one of Superfund’s most 
| controversial aspects — strict joint and 
| several liability, under which a party that’s 
| responsible for polluting even an infinitesi- 
mal part of a property, or that simply owns 
contaminated land, can be held liable for 
| the entire mess. The Chemical Manufac- 
turers Association is touting a “fair share” 
liability plan that would eliminate strict 
joint and several liability. Cleanup costs at 
| a Superfund site would be assigned on a 
| “proportional” basis, to be determined by 
an administrative judge. 
Rick Hind says strict joint and several li- 
ability is based on 200 years of common 
| law, and it works in the public’s interest 
| because the polluting companies, rather 
| than the public, pay the cost of identifying 
the responsible parties. “All we have to do 
is bring one company in,” he says. “Then 
they will sue for contributions from the re- 
| maining parties. In fact, they will point the 
finger at the other parties so the EPA will 
bring them in, too. 

“Superfund is probably the best free- 
market regulator of pollution prevention 
on the books.” 

Hind and other environmentalists worry 
because a seemingly innocuous statement 
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Bill Clinton made during his State of the 
Union address sounded to them like an as- 
sault on strict liability: “I’d like to use that 
Superfund to clean up pollution for a 
change and not just pay lawyers,” Clinton 
said, to bipartisan applause. To Hind, that 
sounded suspiciously similar to the chemi- 
cal industry’s rhetoric. “We don’t trust 
him,” Hind says, adding, “Why are they 
[industry] hiring lawyers? To evade 
cleanup. To evade responsibility. No one 
cares how much drug-cartel members 
spend on their defense lawyers.” 

The EPA’s Mel Hohman, though, says 
his agency will likely propose reforms to 
reduce the burden on parties that bear lit- 
tle responsibility, but will not do away with 
strict liability. He agrees with Hind that 
it’s one of the EPA’s strongest weapons: 
“If you get five companies in a room, each 
of those companies knows that any time I 
want I can bang out an order against one 
of them. That’s a pretty hefty threat.” 

Then there’s this question: how clean is 
clean? It’s a frustrating one for Hohman, 
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who says he’s seen the pendulum swing 
from a philosophy of containment in the 
early ’80s, to permanent cleanup in the 
late ’80s and early ’90s, and now back to- 
ward less-costly projects so the public can 
get a bigger bang for its buck. As 
Congress takes up Superfund reauthoriza- 
tion, he says, “I think this might actually 
be a more difficult problem, with more de- 
bate, than liability.” 

Certainly the chemical industry plans to 
have its say. In a recent press release, 
Chemical Manufacturers Association pres- 
ident Robert Burt, head of the Chicago- 
based FMC Corporation, said cleanup 
standards should be eased to reflect “real 
risks to human health at a site; the com- 
munity’s plans for future use of the site — 
including economic redevelopments; the 
technological feasibility of cleanup alterna- 
tives; or the availability of equally safe, and 
much faster and less expensive remedies.” 

It’s an agenda Hind plans to fight, say- 
ing those who advocate lowering cleanup 
standards are “not thinking ahead that 
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wells and put a fence around the Industri-Plex.” 
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today’s groundwater is tomorrow’s drink- 
ing water.”

Back in Woburn, though, Gretchen La- 
towsky has become skeptical about whether 
toxic waste can ever be cleaned up the way 
environmentalists would like. She lives in 
Reading, less than a mile from the Industri- 
Plex site. She remembers that back in 
1979, when developers started bulldozing 
the property to build a shopping mall (a 
plan that never got off the boards after the 
pollution was discovered), she could smell 
the “Woburn odor,” as it was called, even 
with all the windows in her house shut. “It 
was nauseating, like rotten eggs,” she says. 

Her motivation for getting involved, she 
says, was simple: “I had two little kids, and 
we didn’t know what was causing the leu- 
kemia.” (The contaminated water was not 
pumped to Reading, and Latowsky’s fami- 
ly has not suffered any health problems.) 

She sees nothing simple, though, about 
the toxic-waste problems that remain — 
both in Woburn and nationally. Cleaning 
up the entire Aberjona watershed, she fig- 
ures, would cost several hundred million 
dollars on top of the $100 million-plus 
that’s already being spent. She’s not sure 
it’s worth it. 

“Without being confined to property 
boundaries,” she says, “we need to identify 
the risks to the community in the immedi- 
ate future and in the long term, and make 
some choices about how to reduce expo- 
sure or eliminate exposure to those risks. 
And probably society needs to decide how 
much it’s willing to pay. Is it possible to 
remediate this extent of contamination in 
the watershed, or can we make some deci- 
sions about what poses the greatest risk 
and remediate that? 

“Look at the problems in Somalia, look 
at Bosnia. People are starving. We’re help- 
ing the economy, we’ve provided a lot of 
jobs here. I guess I’m getting cynical, but 
nationally we haven’t cleaned up any of the 
hard problems. We’re not making progress 
at all, because we don’t know what to do 
with it. 

“We used to think it could be cleaned 
up. But the reality is, in 14 years nothing’s 
really been cleaned up. All they’ve done is 
shut off the wells and put a fence around 
the Industri-Plex.” Q

Why progressives struggle 
with the language of values 





by David Futrelle 


onservatives talk about 

values with a certain as- 

surance. When Dan 

Quayle attacked Murphy 

Brown’s “lifestyle choice” 
with a straight face and in a sonorous tone, 
he did so in the name of “family, hard 
work, integrity, and personal responsibili- 
ty.” When, in the heat of the culture war, 
Rep. William Dannemeyer (R-California) 
attacked “obscene” art, he did so, he said, 
to protect “the Judeo-Christian ethic” from 
“Hollywood, homosexuals, abortionists, 
family planners, the sexually promiscuous, 
failed spouses, failed parents, failed kids,” 
and all other outgrowths of secular human- 
ism. And when Rush Limbaugh assails the 
left (and the liberals he takes to be the left), 
he does so in the name of “those corny old 
traditional values.” 

Those on the left are more circumspect 
in their moralizing. And there are good 
reasons for the left to listen with suspicion 
to all this discussion of values. Talk of 
morality is divisive; it often is used to stig- 
matize those who deviate, for good reason 
or bad, from the confines of convention. 
Too often, talk of morality and responsi- 
bility takes the form of veiled accusation: I 
am responsible, you are not; I am moral, 
you are immoral. 

Whereas conservatives hesitate not a 
moment before invoking the gods of De- 
cency, Responsibility, and the like, the left 
hedges its language, speaking instead of 
abstract, seemingly objective ideals like 
justice and equality. But these terms are 
less abstract and objective than they ap- 
pear: to speak of justice and its counter- 
part, injustice, we must first have made a 
value judgment of what is good and what 
is bad. No less than the right, the left en- 
gages in a politics of morality, and often of 
moralism. But it is a politics that in many 
ways and in most cases hides and denies 
its moral content. 

No wonder, then, that so many liberals 
respond with a guilty defensiveness when 
the subject of “values” comes up. When 
prominent citizens announce that our so-

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ciety is coming apart at the seams, we can 
hardly disagree. Yet though we agree with 
the diagnosis, we look with a certain dis- 
may upon the individualistic, symbolic so- 
lutions of the moralistic right. We don’t 
want to stigmatize anyone, to make, say, 
gays and women the scapegoats for family 
“decay.” And we can hardly, all by our- 
selves, “rush about revitalizing the family 
and renewing respect for the law,” as his- 
torian Robert Wiebe has observed. We’re 
stuck in a bind. “If we respond, we have 
difficulty knowing where to begin,” Wiebe 
notes. “Yet if we shrug and hide, we invite 
society to go bankrupt around us.” 

Given such a distressing possibility, it is 
hardly a surprise that some liberals (and a 
few vaguely on the left) have attempted to 
recapture from the right the language of 
morality — and, in particular, the language 
of responsibility. Some have done so with a 
notable opportunism — like Bill Clinton, 
whose appeals to “personal responsibility” 
during the campaign seemed less an at- 
tempt to infuse morality into the political 
realm than a coded message to white voters 
that he would be tough with the so-called 
underclass. More recently, Clinton told re- 
porters that he thought Quayle’s Murphy 
Brown speech wasn’t so bad after all. 

Others have attempted to work the lan- 
guage of responsibility into a broader and 
explicitly progressive morality. Michael 
Lerner, the editor of the left-liberal Jewish 
journal Tikkun, argues that progressives 
need to overcome their resistance to talk- 
ing the language of moral values. “It is 
pure self-delusion to think that moral val- 
ues can be kept out of politics,” he writes. 
Indeed, values have already “entered the 
public sphere.” During the years of Rea- 
gan-Bush, in fact, “right wing values were 
triumphing because liberals refused to en- 
ter the debate.” Denouncing the Reaganite 
excesses of individualism and greed, Lern- 
er calls for liberals to “challenge the ethos 
of selfishness and replace it with an ethos 
of caring, social responsibility, trust, and 
mutual aid.” 

This notion of social responsibility is, at 
least in theory, a challenge to the tradition- 
al American notion of individual responsi- 
bility. Yet liberals have not had much suc- 
cess pushing the debate about responsibili- 
ty to the left, away from individualism and 
toward the notion of “mutual aid.” The

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concept of “social” or “corporate” respon- 
sibility — however laudable as an idea — 
has degenerated into a public-relations 
ploy on the part of businesses eager to con- 
vince customers that their products and 
procedures are ecologically and socially re- 
sponsible. And when liberals speak, as they 
increasingly do, of individual responsibility, 
it is often impossible to distinguish their 
version from that of the right. 

The notion of responsibility is, indeed, 
burdened with a considerable historical 
and ideological weight. American popular 
philosophy has long been rooted in the 
country’s myth of rugged individualism, 
the ideology of choice for frontier capital- 
ism. “Every man and woman in society has 
one big duty,” wrote William Graham 
Sumner, the economist and Social Dar- 
winist philosopher, in 1883. “That is, to 
take care of his or her own self.” 

The notion of social responsibility, to 
Sumner, was a contradiction in terms. The 
redistribution of money from the “fit” to 
the “unfit,” Sumner argued, could only re- 
sult in disaster. Every dollar given to a 
beggar, to “a shiftless and inefficient mem- 
ber of society,” was one stolen, in effect, 
from the hands of the “productive laborer” 
who would have benefited directly from 
the wise investment of that dollar. 

Few these days would put their argu- 
ment as starkly as Sumner — and few 
would argue, as he did, that “a drunkard 
in the gutter is just where he ought to be,” 
on the receiving end of nature’s just retri- 
bution. But much of the contemporary dis- 
cussion of “responsibility” — among the 
| right and even among many liberals — has 

a distinctly Victorian ring, combining an 

old-style moralism (and an equally old- 

fashioned faith in upward mobility) with 

| the latest in psychological jargon. Just as 

| they did in Victorian times, discussions 

| about responsibility today tend to turn 

| quickly to the subject of the allegedly “ir- 
responsible” poor. 

Indeed, the talk of responsibility tends to 

| be coterminous these days with talk of what 

is called the urban underclass. Well-fed ex- 
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perts on the “underclass” laud each other in 
the pages of prominent magazines for their 
supposed courage in restating what has 
now, once again, become the conventional 
wisdom: those who are poor are somehow 
deficient, dysfunctional, different, “unde- 
serving” — in short, irresponsible. 

This argument, as historian Jacqueline 
Jones has suggested, “serves a larger polit- 
ical purpose, for it encourages some peo- 
ple to believe that the poor positively revel 
in their own misery, that they shun stable 
marriages and steady employment almost 
as a matter of perverse principle. Accord- 
ing to this view, the poor live in a different 
country, living a life that is as incompre- 
hensible as it is self-destructive.” 

Taking refuge in a reductive misreading 
of psychology, the poverty experts present 
draconian welfare “re- 
forms” (cutbacks and au- 
thoritarian workfare) as 
“tough love” for childlike 
welfare “dependents.” 
The problem with the 
poor, in this model, is that 
we give them too much 
money; we coddle them 
and make them weak. If 
we were to cut off their 
benefits, they would be 





tually all urban poor people as part of the 
underclass; others reserve the term for the 
“deviant” minority of drug sellers, crimi- 
nals, and so on. Journalist Ken Auletta, 
whose book The Underclass popularized 
the term, defines the group by its “behav- 
ioral deficiencies,” as a collection of mis- 
fits “operating outside the generally ac- 
cepted boundaries of society . . . set apart 
by their ‘deviant’ or antisocial behavior, by 
their bad habits, not just their poverty.” 
Academic Isabel Sawhill offers a simpler, if 
somewhat inexact, definition: the under- 
class consists of “people who engage in 
bad behavior or a set of bad behaviors.” 
Aside from the obvious candidates for 
“bad behavior” — drug dealing, mugging, 
and the like — the putatively “deviant” 
family structure of the underclass has re- 





jobs, from segregation and 
governmental neglect. 








able to learn discipline 
and good character. Thus cured of the 
psychic wounds of dependency, they too 
could climb (or claw) their way to the top. 
In reality, the poor suffer not from their 
own deficient natures, but from a lack of 
good jobs, from segregation and govern- 
mental neglect, from an educational system 
riddled with savage inequalities. Indeed, 
poverty today is less the result of idleness 
or illegitimacy than of poor wages. In con- 
temporary America, Jones observes, 
“[m]Juch of the widening gap between the 
rich and the poor result[s] not from grow- 
ing ranks of the unemployed but from the 
worsening relative position of two-parent 
families that [cannot] earn a living wage.” 
Few who have adopted the term “under- 
class” — often as a generic reference for 
the demonized urban black poor — have 
gone to the trouble of defining the term 
with any precision. Not surprisingly, there 
is no real consensus over what, if any- 
thing, the term denotes. Some define vir- 


ceived the most attention from the think- 
tankers. We have been assured, over and 
over again for the last decade or so, that 
black fathers are “irresponsible” deserters, 
that similarly irresponsible black single 
mothers produce children at whim (or to 
increase their AFDC allotment), and that 
the instability of the black family has led to 
the social instability of the urban core. 

In fact, many of the commonly asserted 
(and accepted) “facts” about the under- 
class are at best misleading, at worst delib- 
erate distortions. Most poor people are 
white, and poverty is as much rural as ur- 
ban. And, as historian Stephanie Coontz 
points out, the majority of “the persistently 
poor urban black population . . . have one 
or more of the characteristics usually asso- 
ciated with the ‘deserving poor’: They are 
elderly, seriously disabled, or employed for 
a substantial portion of the year.” 

The black single mother has been singled 
out for special opprobrium. But, as Coontz 
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and others have pointed out, many of the 
“facts” and assumptions surrounding her 
are at best questionable. Though a sub- 
stantial portion of black babies are born 
out of wedlock, the birth rates for single 
black women, far from spiraling out of 
control (as one might assume from sensa- 
tionalistic news reports), have actually been 
dropping for the last few decades. And, 
though poverty pundits are convinced that 
AFDC payments are a major incentive to 
such out-of-wedlock births, there is no real 
evidence of this. Some researchers have 
found what appears to be an opposite ef- 
fect: indeed, states with meager welfare 
benefits (like Mississippi) have high rates 
of illegitimate births, whereas those with 
more-generous benefits have lower rates. 

Many poverty pundits prescribe simple 
discipline as the remedy. In his notorious 
1965 report on the “negro family,” Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan suggested that the “ut- 
terly masculine world” of military service 
would provide “negro men” an escape 
route of sorts from the “disorganized and 
matrifocal family life in which so many ne- 
gro youths come of age.” 

More generally, poverty pundits turn to 
work as the salve for underclass indisci- 
pline. Any kind of work will do. Sawhill, 
for example, sees the unwillingness of the 
urban poor “to take a low-paid job” as a 
key example of underclass pathology. New 
Republic senior editor Mickey Kaus, in his 
book The End of Equality, suggests that 
we simply get rid of welfare, replacing the 
“underclass culture’s life support system” 
with the offer of sub-minimum wage jobs 
for all who are “able” and willing to work 
— including single mothers with children. 
Those who aren’t willing to work will just 
have to survive without money, relying on 
soup kitchens and homeless shelters; their 
children will end up in orphanages. (Kaus 
assures us, like some latter-day Herbert 
Hoover, that “nobody would starve.”) 

What Kaus forgets is that work, suffi- 
ciently menial (as so much of it is), can be 
as destructive to dignity as idleness. True, 
the central problem of the underclass is 
the lack of jobs. The inner cities have been 
left stranded over the last several decades 
as jobs fled to the suburbs. But not any job 
will do. Kaus, like many among the more 
comfortable members of society, may find 
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would be irresponsible. 


satisfaction and fulfillment in his work; single mothers flip- 
ping burgers at McDonald’s may not be quite so fulfilled. 
When “underclass” youths denounce the low pay of the de- 
grading jobs available to them as “chump change,” they 
are, in their own way, asserting a certain dignity. 

It goes without saying that such an impulse, unless 
channeled in a properly political way into a new movement 
toward economic and civil rights, may simply lead to a self- 
defeating nihilism, as it often does today — to drugs, 
gangs, and crime, to all the familiar curses of the poor. 
Such behavior is rightly condemned, but the impulse be- 
hind the behavior does not flow from nihilism. In the re- 
fusal to accept the confines of the status quo we should 
see, rather, the potential for hope. 

The conservatives are right about one thing: progressives 
need to speak more — and more explicitly — about digni- 
ty. Glenn C. Loury, the black neocon, is right when he ar- 
gues that “the pride and self-respect valued by aspiring 
peoples throughout the world cannot be the gift of out- 
siders,” and that “neither the guilt nor the pity of one’s op- 
pressor is a sufficient basis upon which to construct a 
sense of self-worth.” 

But Loury is wrong to argue that anyone — black, 
white, or whatever — should simply ignore the effects of 
past and present discrimination, and even more wrong to 
assume that “if we are to be a truly free people, we must 
accept responsibility for our fate even when it does not lie 
wholly in our hands.” 

But if conservative thinkers have seized on the notion of 
responsibility with an opportunistic fervor, liberals and pu- 
tative leftists have fared poorly, to say the least, in their at- 
tempt to incorporate concepts of responsibility into a 
broader “communitarian” agenda. Amitai Etzioni, a lead- 
ing communitarian thinker and the author of the recent 
manifesto The Spirit of Community, argues that the dis- 
course of “rights” needs to give way to a discourse of “re- 
sponsibilities.” 

The “progressive” side of Etzioni’s critique is his denun- 
ciation of Reaganite greed and social intolerance. Beyond 
that, though, his critique is hard to distinguish from that of 
the moralists on his right. Like the conservatives, he be- 
lieves that social justice derives, first and foremost, from 
the moral responsibility of individuals “to help themselves 
as best they can”; responsibility to family, and to the 
broader community, comes second. And, as Charles Der- 
ber has pointed out, Etzioni’s communitarian vision is 
strikingly blind to the question of power: “Etzioni. . . 
seems to suggest that if we simply resolve to recharge our 
moral sensibilities and reform our families, schools, and 
political campaigns, we will not have to attend to the explo- 
sively divisive issues of economic transformation.” 

More broadly, and with a notable lack of personal mod- 
esty, Lerner has attempted in the pages of Tikkun and else- 
where to promote a vague and vacuous ideological concoc- 
tion of social and moral responsibility he calls “the Politics 
of Meaning.” The goals of Lerner’s movement are certainly 
ambitious enough. He hopes that over the next two 
decades he will be able to insinuate his “values-oriented, 
psychologically and spiritually sensitive approach” into “ev- 
ery area of contemporary thought and activity.” It’s not 
clear, though, that anvone would notice if he did; there’s 
precious little meaning to the Politics of Meaning. Lerner’s 
philosophy — an attempt to “deeply address the human 
needs for love, connection, meaning and purpose in a hu- 
mane way” — manages to be both trivial and pretentious 
at once, as if one could provide “meaning” to life by simply 
repeating the word like a mantra. 

Like his rhetoric, Lerner’s specific policy recommenda- 
tions lean heavily on the power of symbolism, and range 
from the meaningless (he asks Clinton to “create a new 
public discourse of caring, social responsibility, idealism 
and commitment to ethical, spiritual, and ecological sensi- 
tivity”) to the ridiculous (he suggests that every congres- 
sional district hold a yearly contest to determine the 20 
families that have “produced children who were, by age 18, 
the most loving, caring, honest, responsible, and support- 
ive people in their communities”). Lerner supports work- 
fare, and though he declares himself against “alienated la- 
bor,” he derides those who “talk about workers’ rights 
without talking about their responsibilities as well.” When 
faced with the specter of “irresponsible” workers, Lerner 
uncharacteristically turns stern: “The economy is not a 
bottomless cookie jar for us to reach in and remove good- 
ies whenever we want.” Most of us figured that out a long 
time ago, thank you. 

But if Lerner has had his problems with the philosophy, 
he’s had a notable success with the promotion: in April, 
Hillary Rodham Clinton delivered a speech drawing heavily 
on Lerner’s rhetorical invocations of caring and communi- 
ty. But there was an interesting slip that took place during 
the transit of Lerner’s ideas from the page to Hillary’s lips: 
Lerner called for “an ethos of caring and social responsibil- 
ity.” Hillary called, instead, for “a new ethos of individual 
responsibility and caring.” 

It wasn’t just the order of the phrases that Hillary re- 
versed; she changed the adjective as well — and by exten- 
sion the political meaning of her call for meaning. There’s 
a world of difference between those two adjectives — so- 
cial and individual — though Lerner, like most liberals, 
appears not to understand or even to have noticed the 
crucial shift. 

This is a perfect example of why the liberal invocation of 
responsibility has been so unsuccessful. Unable to distin- 
guish between individual and social responsibility — or 
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those on the left hope that vague talk of values will be | 


enough to offset the moralist onslaught on the right. Un- | 


less liberals (and, more properly, those on the left) are able 
to articulate a vision of social responsibility that goes be- 
yond cliché, and to talk about personal dignity without giv- 
ing in to the illusions of laissez-faire individualism, all the 
newly popular talk about responsibility will merely help to 
grease the further slide of liberalism to the right. That

Celebrating the holidays after a loss: 
An exercise in re-inventing family

his year will mark the first Christmas that 
my brother and sister and I spend without 
our parents, who both died within the past 
year and a half. 

Most years — no, every year — we’ve 
gathered at their home, in Cambridge. Not a big deal at 
our house, but a nice one, as Christmases go, with cer- 
tain rituals that never changed. Every year, my mother 
would get up early and make fresh-squeezed orange 
juice. Every year, we’d eat Sarah Lee coffee cake with 
pecans for breakfast. Every year, we'd inspect the tree to 
find out which of the food-containing gifts the dog had 
managed to rip into in the night (an inevitability). And 
every year, my parents could be counted on to say two 
things: 

Dad: “I’ve never seen so many presents!” 

And Mom: “It’s the most beautiful tree we’ve ever 
had.” 

After a while, these got to be family jokes — the piles 
of presents got smaller every year, the tree a little 
skimpier — but they delivered the lines all the same. 

This year, my mom having died in April and my father 
the previous spring, we’ll spend Christmas Eve with my 
mother’s sister, Christmas Day with my father’s.

It will be an exercise in the way a family learns to re- 
invent itself.

A few weeks after my mother died, my sister used the 
following analogy to describe her absence: “It’s like what 
happens when you pick up a rock and disturb the ant hill 
underneath, and all the ants panic and scatter: without 
Mom, all these people are running around like little ants 
without their shelter.” 

It was a perfect evocation: armed with an extraordi- 
nary intelligence, boundless empathy, and a telephone, 
my mother had held a wide circle of disparate people 
together over the years — friends and family. She’s the 
one we all called, the one who always knew where 
people were in their lives, who could fill us in on the 
others, who could be relied upon to be there at the 
other end of the line. 

I can’t count the number of people who said, after she 
died, “Who will I call?” Friends wondered aloud how 
they’d keep up-to-date on us, her three kids, or how 
they’d get through their daily rituals without the prospect 
of a long gab on the phone with Jean. My brother and 





sister and I, who'd called her almost daily, braced our- 
selves for those moments (which would be many and 
inevitable) when we’d instinctively reach for the phone. 
And my sister was right: for a long time, we all ran 
around like ants, calling people we’d never called before, 
receiving calls from people who’d never called us, strug- 
gling to keep each other glued together the way my mom 
had done. There was a frantic element to all that sharing 
and gathering of information, to the effort to stay in 
touch. The rock was gone; we’d scattered in a panic and 
were desperate to keep things intact. 

Today, I call my sister and my brother. A small handful 
of relatives, a few of my mother’s closest friends. The 
frantic quality to the calling has dissipated; we seem to 
have established new ways of staying in touch, letting go 
of some people, holding on to others. 

Slowly, it seems, you learn to regroup. Family mem- 
bers and friends who once occupied peripheral roles in 
your life move to the forefront; your definition of family 
begins to broaden. 

I think it’s a little like what happens when you break a 
thermometer on the floor and the mercury spills out: at 
first dozens of separate tiny beads scatter across the 
floor; after a while, small groups of them come together, 
blend together, bond. They form new combinations, the 
way families seem to do after a loss. 

This doesn’t come easily, this blending. I can’t say 
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. 
exactly how many times I had to cry in front of my Aunt 
Anne before she started to feel like part of my family 
instead of part of my mom’s, but it was probably a lot. 
Or how many times I had to talk with my cousin 
Monique before it started to feel natural, instead of 
strained by shyness. Or how many times I wanted to 
reach for the phone to call my mother and had to force 
myself to call someone else instead. Losing someone 
you love is painful; so, in many respects, is forging new 
connections.

Christmas, of course, will feel shocking in its absence 
of familiarity. I think of little things, like certain orna- 
ments that will stay in their boxes this year (the three 
pressed-tin angels from Mexico that my mother bought, 


‘one for each of us; the scores of gold-painted walnuts 


we've hung since childhood), and my heart sinks. I think 
of the things that won’t be there (the ritual coffee cake; 
the comments on gifts and trees) and I practically wince. 

But my sister will be there. And my brother. And the 
handful of people who, slowly, have become a part o 
me, too.

Well, it’s not as though Ann Landers hasn’t been 
fooled before. Straight Dope correspondent Peter van 
der Linden claims he conned Ann with the following 
jewel, which ran on July 14, 1989:

Is the virgin-birth letter likewise 
the work of practical jokers? Not necessarily, says a 
nurse who guesses she has performed 5000 to 10,000 
pelvic examinations. 

“Back when I was doing nurse-practitioner stuff in 
an abortion clinic, I met two young girls who were 
pregnant and who had intact hymens,” she says. “This 
was on two different occasions, years apart. | know 
their hymens were intact because I did pelvic examina- 
tions on each of them. These weren’t situations where 
the girls simply had very stretchy hymens that snapped 
back into place, as it were, after intercourse. In each 
case it was very difficult and painful to insert my fin- 
gers to do the exam. Each swore up and down that ‘He 
never put it in.’ In one case, the girl believed she 
couldn’t possibly be pregnant for that very reason, and 
so did not come in until well into her second trimester. 

“Cervical mucus changes drastically during. ovula- 
tion,” she continues. “It becomes a much more hos- 
pitable home for sperm and facilitates the sperm’s 
transport into the uterus. Some women produce copi- 
ous amounts of the stuff, and it runs outside the vagi- 
na. It’s entirely possible that semen hitting this stuff 
would swim very fast up into the cervix. However, it’s 
pretty unusual.” A University of Chicago infertility 
expert I spoke to agrees with the foregoing. 

One sex practice that conceivably (sorry) might lead 
to pregnancy without intercourse is “genital apposi- 
tion,” in which the unclothed partners assume the mis- 
sionary position and rub their genitals together without 
penetration. “The resulting orgasm is often not as satis- 
fying as one attained in penetration intercourse, but it 
will do,” says one who’s tried it.

On the night after the Long Island Rail 
Road massacre, the men trusted to deliver 
the news on the three major networks were 
practically trembling with panic. Peter Jen- 
nings looked into America’s eyes and told 
us, “There is a lot of fear out there.” Tom 
Brokaw, on NBC’s Now, warned viewers 
that violence in America “is an epidemic of 
major proportions.” And later, at the con- 
clusion of a 48 Hours episode about crime 
in Florida, host Dan Rather — the man 
who used to end his newscast by saying, 
simply, “Courage” — was reduced to ad- 
mitting this: “The state of the union is in- 
creasingly a state of fear.” 

When our rock-steady news readers — 
our anchors — are wide-eyed with fright 
over the shape of things, what does that say 
about the rest of us? 

It says that 1993 was the year when 
America faced up to the facts and admitted 
its deeply felt dread about the world today. 
This was the year we lived in fear. 

And the situation isn’t likely to get any 
better soon. Just as the 1980s will be re- 
membered as a time of greed and material- 
ism, America will look back on the 1990s as 
the decade of fear and loathing. Fear, some 
say, is already poised to become the most 
talked about personal issue of the decade. 
Ivan Kos, a Manhattan psychotherapist who 
specializes in fear management, says, “Fear 
will be to the 90s what stress was to the 
’70s and ’80s.” 

Danger and foreboding are nothing new 
in this nation, but in 1993, fear became an 
entrenched part of the national psyche. A 
survey published last week found that the 
number-one concern among Americans 
was fear of violent crime. A popular movie, 
Fearless, acknowledged that our most 
dreaded emotion is our most vital, too. A 
substantive gun-control measure was 
signed into law for the first time since the 
1960s — a sure sign that anxiety is on the 
rise. Boston was tagged (unfairly or not) 
with the nickname “Fear City.” And the 
word fear, whether it referred to street 
crime, job security, or health care, was 
splashed in headlines every day. 


Murder, mayhem, fires, floods 

We live in an age when the embittered lu- 
natic who goes on a killing spree has be- 
come a cliché, and 1993 had more than its 
share of rampaging nuts. Before Colin Fer- 
guson struck, eight people died at the hands 
of a crazed gunman at a law firm in a San 
Francisco office tower. Five were murdered 
in an employment office in Oxnard, Cali- 
fornia. Closer to home, the town hall in 
sleepy Newbury, New Hampshire was 
stormed by a classic grudge-bearing loner 
on November 2; after shooting two munici- 
pal employees and critically wounding an- 
other, John Albro turned his gun on him- 
self. This year, homicide replaced AIDS as 
the 10th-leading cause of death in the US 
(it’s second among those aged 15 to 24). 

“It’s the randomness of violence that 
frightens people,” says James Q. Wilson, a 
professor of management and public policy 
at UCLA and the author of Thinking About 
Crime and, recently, The Moral Sense. “In 
the past, people thought of violent crime the 
way they thought of floods: they’re devas- 
tating, but rare, and you could move away 
from the danger zone. Now, violence seems 
more like lightning. It’s still rare, but you 
don’t know when it will strike.” 

In Florida, nine tourists were murdered 
this year — two in one week — by a bold 
and especially brutal new brand of highway 
marauder, one who specializes in targeting 
and attacking motorists in rental cars. The 
Sunshine State, as countless editorialists 
noted, was shrouded in clouds all year long. 
(A Tampa rock band called Dead German 
Tourist was perfectly willing to cast aside 
good taste and. sensitivity to exploit the 
fears of music fans.) 

In 1993, Americans were forced to rec- 
ognize that the world’s political terrorists 
could strike on US soil. The February 26 
bombing of the World Trade Center killed

six people, injured more than 1000, and left 
New Yorkers with a lingering anxiety about 
the simplest of acts — like showing up for 
work. Subsequent revelations that plans 
were also in the works to bomb several oth- 
er sites, including the United Nations build- 
ing, didn’t help matters. The message was 
clear: the kinds of violence we associate 
with Belfast and Beirut could happen here. 

In the wake of the attack, fear of intru- 
sion by other cultures soared: in July, two 
out of every three Americans polled by the 
Gallup Organization said that the level of 
immigration in the US should be decreased; 
in 1986, only half thought so. Of those 
polled, 55 percent said that increasing cul- 
tural diversity in the US “mostly threatens” 
American culture. 

Individual murders hit home in particu- 
larly profound ways in 1993. The killing of 
James Jordan, father of retired basketball su- 
perstar Michael Jordan, forced Americans to 
wonder: if one of the wealthiest and best- 
known men in the land can’t keep his par- 
ents out of harm’s way, what about the rest 
of us? 

In the same week of the Long Island Rail 
Road murders, the country received news 
that Polly Klaas — the 12-year-old girl from 
Petaluma, California, who was kidnapped in 
October — had been found dead. Though 
this tragedy was hardly unique, the media 
snapped up the case of Polly Klaas because 
the girl was abducted from the presumed 
sanctuary of her own bedroom, in the midst 
of a slumber party. The press quickly tagged 
her “America’s child.” 

These attacks drove home the theme of 
helplessness, of a loss of control over our 
lives. In September, Newsweek columnist 
Jonathan Alter wrote, “As crime grows 
arithmetically, fear grows geometrically. 
Even outside major cities, ours is now a 
land of real freedom only during daylight 
and in certain neighborhoods.” 

Fear has changed the American charac- 
ter, Alter insisted. “We’ve reached a point 
in recent years where otherwise optimistic, 
spontaneous people believe they must con- 
stantly peer over their shoulders,” he wrote. 
“This routinized fear is now so much a part 
of American life that we’ve begun to take it 
for granted.” 

A Time/CNN poll conducted in August 
found that 59 percent of American city 
dwellers fear becoming a victim of crime. 
No surprise there, but when the same ques- 
tion was put to residents of our nation’s 
suburbs — the supposed safe refuges from 
urban ills — 57 percent said the same 
thing. So did just under half (43 percent) 
the respondents in rural America. 

Small wonder that sales of security de- 
vices continue to rise: according to the Bur- 
glar and Fire Alarm Association, the num- 
ber of homes with some form of security 
systems increased by almost 40 percent be- 
tween 1988 and 1993. In light of the Flori- 
da highway assaults, cellular car phones — 
once considered a luxury item for yuppies 
— are now being marketed as safety de- 
vices for all travelers. 


Fear and politics 

Fear had a profound political impact in 
1993. Locally, the Boston Police Patrol- 
men’s Association was criticized for exag- 
gerating this city’s crime problem with its 
now-infamous “Fear City” campaign. Off- 
duty cops stood on street corners distribut- 
ing leaflets that warned tourists and resi- 
dents alike that the city’s streets aren’t safe, 
especially after dark. The crude flyers bore 
the image of the Grim Reaper and a head- 
line, WELCOME TO BOSTON, MASS., FEAR CITY, 
U.S.A. 

The campaign outraged city officials, res- 
idents, and merchants (who stood to lose 
business during the Christmas season if 
shoppers were too afraid to come down- 
town); the police union was widely accused 
of using fear to gain political advantage in 
its contract negotiations with the city. 

Union representatives denied that the 
leaflets were politically motivated. But who- 
ever cooked up the Fear City campaign cer- 
tainly knew that the leaflets would be a 
nasty jab in our ever-growing weak spot. 
Whether we actually avoid walking the 
streets at night, there’s a prevailing sense 
that doing so isn’t the simple pleasure it 
once was. The cops understood a ’90s real- 
ity: fear is power. 

And that was certainly true on the na- 
tional scene, as fear took control of one of 
the country’s longest-running and most 
contentious battles, the gun-control de- 
bate. When, after seven years of lobbying, 
Bill Clinton’s signature turned the Brady 
Bill into the Brady Law — which will 
mandate a five-day waiting period for gun 
purchases when it goes into effect — the 
president was not only acknowledging his 












own approval of the gun-control measure 
but responding to the public’s fear that the 
country is overcome by violent crime. 

(At the same time, though, fear is also 
putting more guns into circulation. Accord- 
ing to the National Rifle Association, wom- 
en — most of whom buy guns to protect 
themselves — make up the fastest-growing 
segment of gun-owners.) 

Of course, the immediate threat of vio- 
lence wasn’t the only fear-inspiring force on 
the landscape this year. In 1993, many 
Americans broke out in a cold sweat just 
thinking about the coming days. 

¢ NAFTA, which will remove trade barri- 
ers to Canada and Mexico, left manufactur- 
ing workers fearing that their jobs would 
head south. 

¢ The 39 million Americans without 
medical insurance worried about a future 
where their well-being is left to fate, helping 
to move health-care reform to the top of the 
nation’s priority list. 

* Young people worried that Social Se- 
curity will be dried up when they retire; the 
elderly anxiously wondered whether their 
pensions were safe. 

And then, of course, there was Mother 
Nature. Floods in the Midwest. Fires in 
Southern California. More talk about an 
ozone layer that continues to waste away, 
leaving us exposed to the threat of skin can- 
cer. An official at Coppertone, the leading 
maker of sunscreen, says, “The direction is 
away from ‘fun in the sun’ to ‘protect your- 
self.’” 

But then, you can’t even hide out in your 
own home, as Lear’s reminded us. The 
magazine’s August issue featured a cover 
headline which bordered on the absurd in 
its attempt to frighten readers — FATAL AP- 
PLIANCES: THE CURRENT SCARE. In 1993, 
even your hair-dryer, electric razor, and 
electric blanket could kill you. 


Fear and the media bandwagon 

There’s little doubt: the fear index is 
soaring nationwide. But what’s less clear is 
whether living in the US has actually be- 
come more perilous or whether we’ve un- 
duly worked ourselves up to a level of low- 
grade hysteria — with a little help from the 
media. Perceptions don’t always match re- 
ality. In other words, although fear is on the 
rise in America, the country hasn’t become 
as dangerous a place as we might think. 

Consider this: a poll by Louis Harris & 
Associates in June found that 42 percent of 
Americans felt more uneasy walking the 
streets than they did the year before. And 
why not? After all, over half of those sur- 
veyed said they believed the crime rate in 
their area was increasing. 

But according to the US Justice Depart- 
ment, the rate of violent crime in the US 
actually decreased three percent over the 
first six months of 1993 when compared to 
the same period of 1992. Property crime, 
meanwhile, dropped five percent. 

Naturally, national statistics offer little 
comfort to the residents of crime-ridden in- 
ner-city neighborhoods that have turned 
into combat zones. And statisticians caution 
against putting too much stock in one-year 
shifts. 

But the numbers do show that our world 
view isn’t always in sync with the facts. 
People tend to think of crime in terms of 
entropy: it’s getting worse, and it will only 
continue to get worse. For instance, in the 
wake of the past month’s wave of violence, 
social critics and newspaper columnists 
have spoken out on what a murderous so- 
ciety we’ve become. Yet, while there were 
9.3 murders for every 100,000 US resi- 
dents in 1992, the annual rate was higher 
in four different years during the 1970s; 
over the last 20 years, the murder rate 
peaked in 1980, at 10.2 murders per 
100,000. 

Another blow to conventional wisdom: 
the nation’s crime rate was higher in 1973 
than it was last year. And those who worry 
about the spread of crime out of the cities 
may be surprised to learn that FBI statistics 
show an overall decrease in suburban crime. 

If there’s one persistent truth about 
fear today, it may be this: those who talk 
about it the most usually have the least to 
fear. 

“It’s not unlike the kinds of fears ex- 
pressed in the 60s when some suburban 
neighborhoods had an influx of minority 
residents,” says Daniel Monti, a professor 
of sociology at Boston University. “People 
who are crying out in fear for steps to be 
taken are far less likely to experience 
crime.” 

So, for instance, when a white selectman 
in Wellesley stands up at a town meeting 
and says he’s worried about rising crime, 
the fact remains that a black male teenager 
is still six times more likely than he to be 
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shot at or mugged. The list goes on: people 
who earn less than $7500 a year are three 
times more likely to be victimized by crime 
as people who earn more than $50,000, for 
example. Nearly one out of 10 people be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 20 were robbed in 
1991, but for all Americans over 50, the 
figure is just one in 100. 

Which doesn’t make that hypothetical 
fellow in Wellesley’s fear irrational, cautions 
Monti, whose forthcoming book, Boyz ’n’ 
the Burbs (Blackwell Publishers; Septem- 
ber, 1994), will be the first to examine the 
issue of gangs in schools and the suburbs. 

“People are understandably shaken, fearful 
of what could happen in their communities. 
The suburbs are changing and experiencing 
problems that had been the province of in- 
ner-city neighborhoods. Fear of crime be- 
comes the issue that embodies all the other 
concerns about changes that are going on 
in neighborhoods.” 

In other words, people focus their fear 
on crime when they are also disturbed by 
the threat of lowered property values, a 
change in the demographic make-up of 
the neighborhood, and shifts in the overall 
quality of life. 

Of course, the fear level in America has 
certainly been hiked by another familiar, 
but rapidly evolving, source: television. 

“People don’t internalize statistics. Peo- 
ple’s perceptions are based on what they see 
on TV, which does not correlate with actual 
incidence of crime,” says James Alan Fox, 
dean of the College of Criminal Justice at 
Northeastern University. “People’s percep- 
tion of crime has nothing to do with actual 
risk.” 

Fox says that television’s depiction of the 
world is increasingly distorted, due in part 
to changes in technology. Any time a violent 
crime occurs in a city, the local news sta- 
tions can send mobile video units to the 
scene for live remote reports, a capability 
with obvious potential for abuse and 
overuse: Channel 7 — which introduced a 
flashier newscast this year, featuring more 
stories about crime and disasters than poli- 
tics and economics — actually led a recent 
broadcast with a story about two girls at a 
North Cambridge elementary school who 
were approached by a man posing as a sub- 
stitute teacher, but weren’t kidnapped. A 
story that may have once merited a brief 
mention was given on-the-spot treatment 
— making it much scarier in the process. 

And when there are no local murders or 
near-kidnappings to report, Fox adds, TV 
news producers now have unprecedented 
access to videotape footage of the most titil- 
lating — and frightening — news events 
from around the world. No gory murders in 
your city today? Pull some footage off the 
satellite and run 30 seconds on that triple 
homicide in Toledo. 

Critics worry that other Boston stations 
will follow Channel 7’s example. But it’s not 
just the six o’clock news that’s made the 
world seem more frightening. The nature of 
television programming has undergone 
profound changes in recent years. Daytime 
game shows have been dumped in favor of 
talk shows and tabloid TV. Nighttime dra- 
mas are being replaced by “reality” pro- 
grams (like Rescue 911) and magazine-for- 
mat prime-time news shows (such as 
PrimeTime Live and 48 Hours). 

Collectively, these shows contribute a 
huge block of programming to the weekly 
TV schedule. And all of them pump out a 
steady diet of three basic stories: crime and 
violence; personal tragedy; and scams, 
frauds, and rip-offs, whether committed by 
the government or big business. The mes- 
sage is always the same, too — the victim 
of these horrors and misdeeds is either you 
or someone just like you. 


The search for a new villain 

With the Cold War long over and the fear 
of communism a thing of the past, America 
has latched on to a new national demon for 
the 90s, and TV has helped identify our 
new national villain: the young black male 
who dresses like a rap star and would kill 
you for your wristwatch. He’s usually seen 
on grainy footage from a store security 
camera, beating or shooting a store clerk; 
or being handcuffed and shoved into the 
back seat of a police cruiser. 

Some argue that blacks, who commit 
about 60 percent of the robberies and more 
than half the murders in the US — while 
constituting only 12 percent of the popula- 
tion — are disproportionately targeted for 
arrest and prosecution by our judicial sys- 
tem. The social inequities that turn under- 
privileged people to crime are well-known. 
But whether driven by fact or prejudice, the 
Fear Decade already has already created its 
own monster. 

And you'll probably be seeing a lot more 
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‘Americans will begin to get in touch with their fears, and with the roles 
terror and anxiety play in our lives. Understanding fear will be as impor- 
tant in the 1990s, he says, as reducing stress was in the 1970s and ’80s. 
In fact, recognizing our fears is the next logical step. “By making you 
aware of stress, what you've created is a stronger awareness of cultural

sensitivity,” 


says Kos. “Once you've done that, the next step is to peel 


back another layer, like an onion, to fear.” 

The goal of fear management, says Kos, is to sort out real fears from 
fears that are imaginary or exaggerated, and distinguishing past fears 
from those that belong to the present. He’s at work on a book called 
Balkan Fear, which uses the war in Yugoslavia to demonstrate how fear 
is at the root of most global conflicts. But addressing fears is as impor- 
tant for individuals as it is for nations. Unresolved fear can cause not 
only phobias, Kos says, but also depression, backaches, insomnia, poor 
concentration and work performance, and alcoholism, among other 


problems. 


The holidays are prime fear-denial time, Kos adds, so beware of Jan- 
uary, when the frightening reality of life resurfaces. Ultimately, he 
says, it’s vital for Americans to see fear not as a weakness but as a 
strength. “In the ’90s,” Kos insists, “it will be very comfortable to say, 


‘How is your fear today?’ ”

of him, soon. James Alan Fox, the criminol- 
ogist, has predicted that a crime wave will 
occur in the 90s, due in part to decaying 
values and easy access to guns, but primari- 
ly because of demographics: there will sim- 
ply be more young men of all races — who 
commit most crimes — on the streets. 
They are the baby boomers’ progeny and 
they’ll be the prime source of anxiety in the 
Fear Decade. 

Fear — no matter what its source — is 
here to stay, so we'd better learn how to 
deal with it. Maybe we can take a clue from 
popular culture. Just as Wall Street is fre- 
quently invoked as the movie which perfect- 
ly captured the “greed is good” spirit of the 
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ong Island Rail Road shooting suspect 


1980s, perhaps film scholars will one day | 
look back on 1993’s Fearless as the film 
which set the tone for the Fear Decade. 

In Fearless, Jeff Bridges’s character 
emerges alive from a horrific plane wreck 
and spends much of the movie walking 
around believing he’s invulnerable, wander- 
ing into automobile traffic and standing on 
building ledges. 

“I’m not afraid,” he tells himself. “I have 
no fear.” He’s wrong, of course, and in the 
end, his ability to recognize and accept his 
fear is the only thing that keeps him alive. 
It’s an important message to carry into the 
troubling times ahead: fear is part of what 
makes us human. Q 
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hese are strange, revolutionary 


days at the New York Times, 


America’s traditional newspaper of 


record. When it lands with a thunk on 


the doorstep, you’re never sure what 


you'll find inside. Color is seeping 


onto the pages. The Sunday “Styles” 


section lurches at you like a tipsy party- 


goer. And at the New York Times 


Magazine, somebody’s rearranged all 


the furniture. The good Grey Lady is 


having a make-over. 


But for tens of thousands of readers — 
that is, for those hopeless crossword-puz- 
zle addicts among us — the most startling 
sign that the Times is a-changin’ can be 
found in small type, down below the news 
columns. Almost overnight, the venerable 
Times crossword has taken on a more hu- 
man, you might even say funkier, voice. 
Gone is much of the “crosswordese” — 
those super-obscure words (emu, tahr) 
and clues (“Venezuelan copper center”) 
that once dominated the Times’s puzzle 
grids. Instead, puzzlers are finding, for the 
first time, pop-culture references from 
Eggo waffles to Letterman, shrewd puns, 
and more brain-bending fun in general. 
It’s a brave new crossword universe. 

The man responsible for this happy tin- 
kering is former Games magazine editor 
Will Shortz, who at age 41 is the youngest 
person ever to serve as the paper’s cross- 
word editor. (Shortz is only the fourth 
crossword editor in the history of the 
Times — he succeeds Dr. Eugene Males- 
ka, who died last year at 77.) To the staid 
world of puzzledom, Shortz is bringing 
not only a fresher, more youthful perspec- 
tive, but also a previously unheard-of de- 
gree of celebrity — within his first month 
as puzzle editor, for example, he was invit- 
ed to appear on Late Night with Conan 
O’Brien. 

Shortz didn’t particularly relish the ex- 
perience. “O’Brien was not a warm per- 
son — he was rude, and he did not ask 
good questions,” Shortz says; it didn’t 
help that O’Brien made fun of a Nicole 
Miller crossword necktie that the show’s 
writers had encouraged Shortz to wear. 
But the appearance certainly underscores 
the shift in the puzzle’s direction: Dr. 
Maleska was a figure revered by cross- 


word constructors and solvers alike, but he 
never — never! — would have appeared 
on late-night TV wearing a Nicole Miller 
puzzle tie. 

The shift is evident elsewhere, too: 
Shortz is bringing to the Times a new gen- 
eration of young crossword-puzzle archi- 
tects who are equally eager to toy with the 
genre’s sometimes stale conventions. 

To these younger puzzle-makers (and to 
many older ones) Shortz is already some- 
thing of a hero after only a month on the 
job. Shortz promptly raised the Times 
puzzle payment — to $225 for a Sunday 
puzzle (up from $150) and $60 for a daily 
(up from $40). He includes the puzzle- 
maker’s name at the bottom of every daily 
puzzle, something his predecessors re- 
fused to do. He accepts puzzles from first- 
time puzzle makers, (In the old days, 
crossword architects had to have published 
in three other venues before even querying 
the Times.) And unlike Eugene Maleska, 
who put moratoriums on submissions for 
large chunks of the year, Shortz accepts 
puzzles anytime people want to send them. 

“Some of the old rules just didn’t make 
much sense,” Shortz says. 

For someone who takes undisguised 
glee in tweaking the puzzle world’s con- 
ventions, however, Will Shortz is also a 
keen, reverent student of the genre’s histo- 
ry. (When he rebels, it’s along traditional 
lines.) He’s certainly the first person to 
have ever received a bact zlor’s degree in 
enigmatology — the stud’ of puzzles — 
from the University of Ii diana. And his 
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modest, Tudor-style house in Pleasantville, 
New York, a 48-minute commute by train 
from New York City, is a virtual museum 
of American games. A large glass case in 
the living room displays arcane crosswords 
and other puzzles; his sprawling library 
features some 12,000 volumes of books 
about games, in nearly every language you 
can imagine; and he likes to lead guests 
down into his basement, where they can 
play a few rounds on a vintage 1950s pin- 
ball machine called Crossword. 

For someone who holds the most pres- 
tigious post in American games, Shortz 
also seems remarkably down-to-earth. 
When I traveled up from New York to 
spend an afternoon with him recently, he 
walked the several blocks to meet me at 
the train. Dressed in a plaid shirt, green 
chinos, and Reeboks, and sporting his 
neat mustache, he had the kind of trim, 
clean-cut, engaging presence that might 
put you in mind of your favorite high- 
school physics teacher, minus the nerd 
pack. When we got to his house, he of- 
fered a glass of grape juice, and he talked 
expansively and enthusiastically about the 
central joy in his life: puzzles. 


Will Shortz’s school of puzzle-making 
occasionally gets slapped with the moniker 
New Wave — and he hates it. “New Wave 
suggests a radical break from the past,” he 
says. It generally means a lowering of 
standards, starting fresh. What I advocate 
is a modernizing and a return to the high- 
er standards of the past.” He prefers the 
term New School, thank you. And when 
Shortz argues that he’s no crossword radi- 
cal, he’s so smart, earnest, and sensible- 
looking that you can’t help but believe 
him. 

“I don’t want to change the basic rules,” 
he says, “and I don’t want to make puzzles 
any easier. I just want to add a few new 
wrinkles.” 

Among those wrinkles, Times cross- 
word-solvers have found, is that Shortz is 
the first Times crossword editor who will 
accept phrases that are not in the dictio- 
nary. In the past, such lexigraphic relativi- 
ty was strictly verboten. But Shortz can’t 
help himself. 

“I love language from everyday life,” he 
says. “The other day I edited a puzzle that 
had the entry ‘Oh Miss’ in it, clued as ‘Cry 
in a restaurant.’ I thought, boy that’s won- 
derful. That’s a real phrase that we use, 
and when you get the answer in the grid it 
conjures up a whole scene.” 

A related wrinkle is his sharp distaste for 
crosswordese. “I think in some ways that a 
good crossword is like a good poem,” 
Shorts says. “It should conjure up vivid 
mental images and feelings in the doer. If 
it’s just a collection of words in the dictio- 
nary, why bother?” It’s not that he objects 
to obscure words, he says. “Interesting 
difficult words are fine, especially in the 
harder puzzles that get printed later in the 
week. But in my puzzles you won’t see as 
much of the junk — rivers in Nepal, that 
kind of thing.” 

There will also be, Shortz promises, a 
greater balance of subjects tested. “Puzzles 
in the past were aimed mainly at classical 
subjects such as literature, obscure words, 
old songs, old movies, really nothing of 
modern popular culture. And I think 
crosswords should reflect all of our com- 
mon culture. That includes TV, movies, 
names in the news, sports, modern slang, 
everything that we encounter in life.” But 
he still wants the puzzles to be intellectual, 
literate, and challenging. 
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“This is the hardest crossword published 
in an American newspaper,” he says. “And 
while I generally eschew obscurity, I do al- 
low obscurity for literary or classical refer- 
ences, because it feels right for the audi- 
ence. I also think that puzzles should be 
more than a test of knowledge and vocabu- 
lary — I think they should also be a test of 
wits. So my puzzles, I think, will try to 
bend your brain in different ways.” 

The first puzzle Shortz edited for the 
Times, a Sunday crossword titled “Spec- 
tral Analysis” that appeared on November 
21, certainly bent a few brains, mine in- 
cluded. Not only was Shortz’s love of pop 
culture on display — one clue read, 
“Closer to Fine’ singers” — but the 
crossword was something of a puzzle 
within a puzzle. If you went to write “Indi- 
go Girls” as the answer to the clue just 
listed, you found that it wouldn’t fit. Nei- 
ther would “Sydney Greenstreet,” the ob- 
vious answer to another clue. But as you 
worked the puzzle out, you began to real- 
ize that you had to supply your own col- 
ors. (The correct answers were “I-Girls” 
and “Sydney G-street.”) And in the puz- 
zle’s center were the first letters of each 
color in the rainbow (ROYGBIV), in order. 
Whew. 

“I wanted to start off with something 
spectacular,” Shortz says, “and that puzzle 
was. It was made by a young, 26-year-old 
constructor, and it had just the qualities a 
terrific crossword should have — a fresh 
theme that had never been done before, 
and something with a surprise in it.” He 
calls the colors-of-the-rainbow section “an 
incredible wow.” He also likes that it was 
well balanced. “It had classical knowledge, 
classical literature, art, old movies, and it 
had modern things, too.” 

These days, Shortz is spending a lot of 
his time getting the word out to puzzle- 
makers about the kind of grids he’s look- 
ing for. He works with a regular group of 
30 or 40 constructors, but he’s always 
scanning the horizon for fresh voices. He’s 
also digging through the hundreds of puz- 
zles accepted by Maleska before his death, 
looking for anything worth using. “There 
aren’t that many,” Shortz says. 

When fresh voices aren’t around, Shortz 
works hard at freshening up the puzzles he 
does receive. The tidy desk in his office is 
strewn with several crosswords he’s touch- 
ing up at the moment. He generally tends 
to leave the answers alone, instead spritz- 
ing up the clues. On a forthcoming puzzle, 
for example, he changed the clue for “sen- 
ate” from “legislative body” to a more 
vivid “site in Julius Caesar.” For the 
answer “yes,” the clue becomes (gulp) 
“ ‘Owner of a Lonely Heart’ rock band” 
instead of merely “word of assent.” 

“An 85-year-old might be a little 
shocked by that last one,” he says, smiling. 
“But you've got to reach a wide spectrum 
of people.” 

Shortz was pleased to hear, a few days 
earlier, some anecdotal evidence that his 
puzzles are reaching a wider audience. “A 
friend called me up the other day to tell me 
that his former roommate, who never did 
puzzles, saw a clue in a Monday puzzle 
that read ‘Letterman’s Top 10, e.g.’ He 
thought, how neat — something current. 
And a half hour later he was still working 
on the puzzle. His girlfriend told him to 
quit wasting time, but then she came over 
and got hooked, too. A half-hour later they 
finished it together.” 

“That story,” Shortz says, a little dream- 
ily, “really made me happy.” 


Will Shortz grew up in rural Craw- 
fordsville, Indiana, where at age six his 
mother gave him his first puzzle book as 
something of a bribe — she wanted him 
out of her hair during a bridge-club meet- 
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ing. Shortz felt something click. “I abso- 
lutely loved the creativity of it, the mental 
play,” he says. “It became a great device 
for procrastination — homework could 
wait until later.” 

His mother, who was a freelance writer, 
would later provide further inspiration. 
“When I began making my own puzzles a 
few years later,” Shortz says, “we had an 
informal agreement. She would test-solve 
my puzzles if I would test-read her arti- 
cles.” At 14, Shortz sold his first puzzle to 
Venture magazine. His paycheck: $5. 

At Indiana University, where he got his 
self-designed degree in enigmatology, he 
took classes with titles like “History of 
American Word Puzzles from 1850- 
1900.” For a course on crossword puz- 
zles, he’d bring his somewhat bewildered 
adviser a new puzzle to solve every two 
weeks. And he spent weeks in Indiana’s li- 
brary digging up examples of early puzzle- 
making for his thesis, titled “History of 
American Word Puzzles Before 1860.” 

While still in college, Shortz took a 
summer job with Penny Press, a Connecti- 
cut-based crossword company. He worked 
there for three consecutive summers, but 
doubted he could make a living at puzzle- 
making when he graduated from college. 
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So off he went, a little sadly, to the presti- 
gious University of Virginia School of 
Law. 

“My older brother is a lawyer, a Har- 
vard graduate, and it just seemed like a 
natural thing to do,” Shortz says. “The 
pay for puzzles is so poor that I just as- 
sumed I couldn’t make a living at it.” 
Shortz went to UVA with the idea that he 
would grit his teeth and practice law for 
10 years after graduation, until he had 
enough money to retire. Then he’d start 
making puzzles full-time. 

“But in my first semester I suddenly re- 
alized that I wasn’t having any fun,” 
Shortz says. “So I wrote my parents to tell 
them that I was dropping out at the end of 
the semester. And they convinced me to 
finish. They said, “If you want to do puz- 
zles, go ahead, but finish your education. 
And I ended up doing pretty well.” 

Shortz returned to puzzle-making at 
Penny Press after graduating, and a few 
years later ended up at Games magazine. 
He still misses the magazine’s brilliant, 
quasi-nerdy office camaraderie. “That of- 
fice was full of geniuses, literally,” Shortz 
says. In 1987 he began doing on-air puz- 
zles for National Public Radio’s Weekend 
Edition, and he still travels into New York

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once a week to tape his segments. 

Over the years, while working at Penny 
Press and Games, Shortz sold a handful of 
puzzles to the New York Times. But his 
first contact with any of the Times puzzle 
editors came in 1974, when he helped a 
friend interview the Times’s first cross- 
word-puzzle editor, Margaret Farrar, for a 
book about puzzle-makers. Farrar, who 
left the Times in 1969, is a seminal figure 
in the development of crossword puzzles 
in America. Although the first crossword 
— or wordcross, as it was then called — 
appeared in the New York World, in 1912, 
Farrar helped usher in crossword’s golden 
age when she became the Times’s puzzle 
editor in the 1940s. Farrar is credited with 
developing many of the guidelines that 
puzzle-makers still follow: the grid must 
be symmetrical, with no more than 16 per- 
cent black squares; no section of the grid 
can be cut off by black squares; every let- 
ter in the grid has to appear in two words, 
one across and one down; and no two-let- 
ter words are allowed. 

Shortz and Farrar became friends, and 
Shortz began submitting puzzles to the 
crossword books Farrar was then editing 
for Simon & Schuster. Shortz would later 
submit puzzles to Farrar’s successor, Will 
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Weng, and to Eugene Maleska. He was on 
his way. And in 1978 Shortz assured his 
place in America’s crossword firmament 
by founding the American Crossword Puz- 
zle Tournament, an annual event that at- 
tracts hundreds of crossword experts. 
(The next tournament is scheduled for 
March 18-20 in Stamford, Connecticut.) 
It’s not exactly Tailhook, but for solitary 
puzzle-makers, Shortz hosts what is easily 
the year’s most eagerly awaited party. 


These days, Shortz spends most of his 
time in his second-floor office, close to his 
fax machine, telephone, and banks of ref- 
erence books, keeping tabs on his far- 
flung crossword creators. He drops in to 
New York every Friday to do his NPR spot 
and to hand in a new week’s worth of puz- 
zles to the Times. He doesn’t spend his ev- 
ery waking hour working on puzzles, he 
insists. He has a semblance of a normal 
life. “I like to read, I’m a news hound. I bi- 
cycle, I run, I walk a lot. I go to movies. I 
travel a lot.” 

But while Shortz is settling in to his new 
life at the Times, he also seems a bit dizzy 
from all the recent attention. “My life has 
changed entirely in the last six months,” he

says. He made the appearance on Conan. 
He’s moved from a small apartment in 
Forest Hills, Queens, to his house in 
Pleasantville. And he’s been buried under a 
virtual avalanche of mail — new puzzles 
sent by constructors, old puzzles left by his 
predecessor, letters of praise, letters of ad- 
vice. He’s wading through it all, piece by 
piece. 

One notable crossword fan from whom 
Shortz hasn’t heard — yet — is President 
Bill Clinton, who’s an avid puzzle-solver. 
Shortz met Clinton during the 1992 cam- 
paign, when he and another Games maga- 
zine editor, Mike Shenk, arranged an in- 
terview with then-candidate Clinton in 
New York, just before the Democratic 
convention. Shortz was impressed. 

“We went up to see him at 11 o’clock 
one night, just after he’d finished dinner, 
and he sat down next to us in his suite,” 
Shortz says. “I interviewed him for a cou- 
ple of minutes about his interest in puzzles 
— he does five to seven a week.” 

Then Shortz and Shenk pulled out a 
surprise — a difficult crossword for Clin- 
ton that Shenk had made just for the occa- 
sion. “He clicked on his watch-timer,” 
Shortz says, “and he started solving. As he 
Started, to my surprise, he said, “You can 
continue to ask me questions.’ ” A few 
minutes later, Clinton had to field a phone 
call. As Shortz and Shenk waited, they 


| heard Clinton click his watch back on and 


continue to solve the puzzle — while talk- 
ing on the telephone. “When the phone call 
was over, he came back and showed us the 
puzzle, which was perfect. And his watch 
read six minutes, 54 seconds.” 

With a time like that, it’s doubtful that 
Clinton is among the users of a crossword 
innovation for which Shortz has little pa- 
tience — the 900-number clue lines that 
are springing up nearly everywhere. (The 
Times charges perplexed callers 75 cents 
for the fist minute of each call, and 50 
cents for each additional minute.) “I really 
don’t understand it,” Shortz says, laugh- 
ing. “The answer is published the next 
day, so why would anyone do it? Plus, it 


in a perfect world 


costs you money and it’s cheating. And yet 
it is so popular. I’ve even seen 900 num- 
bers in newspapers that print the answers 
the same day as the puzzle.” 

Whether puzzle-solvers get their an- 
swers via the telephone or via old-fash- 
ioned brain-power, there are some areas 
that even Shortz won’t touch in cross- 
words. “Crosswords have a primness and 
prudishness about them,” he admits. “So I 
won’t accept obscenity, and I won’t accept 
anything that’s just gross. I wouldn’t want 


‘the word ‘puss’ in a puzzle, for example. 


And I wouldn’t want something disgust- 
ing, like ‘uric acid.’ I’d try to avoid ‘uric’ 
and try to make it ‘Leon Uris.’ ” (Uris’s 
name is a real boon to puzzle-makers, 
Shortz concedes.) “And I wouldn’t accept 
anything overtly sexual.” 

But Shortz isn’t as nicey-nice as his pre- 
decessors. Unlike Maleska, Shortz has no 
problem with darker words such as “ca- 
daver.” “Words like that are just part of 
life,” he says. “I'll also accept a word like 
‘bra’ in a puzzle, which the Dell Cross- 
word series will not. I want to open puz- 
zles to real life.” 

How far Shortz can open up the New 
York Times crosswords to real life, and to 
a real sense of playfulness, is certainly the 
most interesting question the puzzle world 
has to offer the dawn of the new millenni- 
um. For now, we’re glued to our seats — 
and to our No. 2 pencils. 

Let the games begin. 2

Mi-Vami 


Hearty, inexpensive Israeli fare

i-Vami in Hebrew 
means literally “who 
and who,” but id- 
iomatically, “who’s 
who.” Thus implying 
that this seven-table restaurant off 
Coolidge Corner is where the elite meet. 
That would seem like an inflated claim, 
but such little storefront eateries are ex- 
actly what substitute for café society in 
Jerusalem and Tel Aviv, and some of the 
real mi-vami of Israel are regulars in 
places even less prepossessing than this. 

I had heard good things about the fe- 
lafel at Mi-Vami (pronounced “MEE va- 
MEE.” Since my pick for best felafel 
would be Rami’s, also in Coolidge Cor- 
ner, I thought I’d better check out the 
bean balls at Mi-Vami. As it turns out, 
Rami’s has nothing to fear from Mi- 
Vami’s felafel. But the overall line-up of 
hearty, inexpensive Israeli 
dinners makes Mi-Vami a 
popular family dining room. 

The mi-vami of Israel often 
| snack on appetizers, and they 
| are amply represented here. 


small kitchen. Decor is modest, with the 
usual travel posters and souvenirs of any 
immigrant storefront. Many customers 
greet the staff or each other by name; ob- 
viously this place has accumulated regu- 
lars just as it would in Israel. The area east 
of Coolidge Corner and north of Beacon 
Street has become one of Brookline’s little 
Israels, but I heard little Hebrew spoken 
on my visit. Mi-Vami simply reproduces 
the tone of an Israeli restaurant better 
than any other in the Boston area.

modest service and graz- 
able menus, reducing the 
cover price of high flavor. 
Immigrant cuisines con- 
tinued to be fruitful and 
multiply. And there may 
be a wavelet of corporate 
concepts — coming be- 
hind Bertucci’s and Au 
Bon Pain — that actually 
relate to the generational 
interest in good food. 

On the negative side, I 
did not think much of 
most of the new seafood 








purée with plenty of smoke, 

plenty of lemon juice, and a 

greenish tinge of parsley as 

well. The house salad is ice- 

berg, amplified with red cab- 

bage, chickpeas, sauerkraut (!), pickles, 
and a bit of green coriander. The Mi-Vami 
platter heaps up about four of these 
things, and sprinkles a bunch of feta 
cheese on top. 

The unrivaled main dish is a beef kebab 
($7.95) of five very large tenderloin tips, 
heavily marinated with garlic and ground 
coriander. This comes well-marked by the 
grill, and interleaved with delicious grilled 
onions and green peppers. And that house 
salad. And an enormous helping of pilaf, 
topped with a Greek-style tomato sauce 
seasoned with allspice. 

It would be hard to tell that kebab from 
the best Greek examples, and that’s the 
weakness and potential of Israeli cuisine 
— most of it has been assembled since 
1948 out of Lebanese-Palestinian dishes 
and a selection of immigrant cuisines. 
One genuinely Israeli specialty that has 
evolved is turkey schnitzel ($7.95), a 
sautéed cutlet even more delicate than 
Wiener schnitzel, and here spiced with a 
little cinnamon for a Moroccan effect. 

Shwarma ($7.95) is a dish of roast 
lamb trimmings common under various 
names to all the old Ottoman empire. I’ve 
had many variations recently, of which 
the Mi-Vami style is one of the more un- 
usual. It’s a composite of ground lamb 
and ground turkey, sliced and then 
grilled, which inverts the classic recipe. 
I’m looking at meatloaf with grill marks, 
but it tastes like shwarma, and is even 
better with a side dish of fried onions. 

A special on “spicy chicken” ($7.95) 
turned out to be a mildly curried stew 

with green peppers and onions. 

Desserts our night were limited to 
baklava with Turkish coffee. Service at the 
Mi-Vami is remarkably quick, given the 


restaurants of 1993.

stand in line to get into. 
The flood of North Italian restaurants ei- 
ther canceled each other out in my mind, 
or suffered because I got bored with the 
concept. One of my first crusades as a 
restaurant critic was against overrated 
French menus and for the broader sensu- 
ality of the less-expensive Italian menu. 
The curse of karma is not just to get what 
you want, but to pay French-restaurant 
prices for it. Over and over again. 

That wasn’t the worst trend, though. I 
also fought losing battles against no- 
reservation policies and high-priced 
wine, especially when sold by the glass.

0 The Piano. This is 1993’s 
version of last year’s The Crying 
Game, another brilliant film 
exploring gender, politics, and 
identity. It’s also New Zealand 
filmmaker Jane Campion’s 
masterpiece, featuring Oscar- 
worthy performances by Holly 
Hunter as a mute colonial mail- 
order bride, Sam Neill as her 
repressed husband, and Harvey 
Keitel as their feral neighbor. 
When Neill refuses to allow 
Hunter to take home her sole 
possession and means of 
communication, her piano, Keitel 
buys it from him, initiating an 
affair that begins in prostitution 
and ends in a love that literally 
plumbs the depths of the spirit. 

@ Schindler’s List. A film that 
answers the question whether 
Steven Spielberg can make an 
adult movie, and also whether any 
director can make a film that does 
justice to the Holocaust. Shot in 
stark black and white, it’s the true 
story of Oskar Schindler (played 
with charismatic ambiguity by 
Liam Neeson), an opportunistic 
industrialist who ends up being the 
savior of 1100 doomed Jews. 
Spielberg doesn’t flinch from his 
subject’s horrors; his images infuse 
them with a terrible poetry. And he 
doesn’t shun the true source of 
good and evil, locating it neither in 
the heavens nor in the depths, but 
in the human heart. 

® Short Cuts. Is he America’s 
greatest director or simply a dirty 
old man? Robert Altman’s 
adaptation of nine Raymond 
Carver short stories suggests that 
he’s both. Altman has transported 
the bleak, black comic originals 
from the economically depressed 


Northwest of the ’70s to the 
spiritually dispossessed LA of the 
’90s. And with an all-star cast he 
weaves Carver’s epiphanies of 
alienation and dishonesty into a 
playful, ceaselessly interconnected 
and outrageous tapestry. 

© The Remains of the Day. The 
Merchant-Ivory team turn out 
handsomely appointed, splendidly 
acted adaptations of literary 
classics. Too often, though, the 
spirit of the originals is lost in the 
decor. Not so in their version of 
Kazuo Ishijuro’s novel of manners 
and morals. Anthony Hopkins is at 
his finest as a butler whose crime 
is that he doesn’t do it — he 
neither professes his love for 
housekeeper Emma Thompson 
nor expresses his disapproval of 
his master’s deepening collusion 
with the Nazis. With exquisite 
direction from James Ivory, 
Hopkins and Thompson limn the 
souls of characters who feel much 
but can express nothing. 

® Farewell My Concubine. For 
the past dozen years Chinese 
director Chen Kaige has been one 
of the world’s finest filmmakers; 
this three-hour epic should make 
the world more aware of his 
achievements. The story of a pair 
of Peking Opera singers whose 
five-decade-long relationship 
reflects the tumultuous changes in 
their country, Kaige’s film is 
narratively sprawling, visually 
rapturous, and dramatically 
intense, exploring the juncture of 
sexuality, artistic expression, and 
political responsibility. 


® The Story of Qiu Ju. The 


miniature counterpart to Chen 
Kaige’s epic, Zhang Yimou’s 


screwball comedy takes an

anecdote and transforms it into an 
allegory of social justice and 
political evil. Gong Li is the 
pregnant wife of a peasant who 
gets kicked where it counts during 
a dispute with a village chief. 
Outraged by this assault on the 
family’s dignity — and 
propagation — Gong seeks 
redress in a Capra-esque tour of 
the government’s Kafka-esque 
bureaucracy. Even when she’s 
prevailing over the system, it’s 
compromising her, as Zhang 
discloses with masterful irony that 
what’s just isn’t always what’s 
right. 

@ The Secret Garden. For better 
or worse, 1993 was the year of the 
child in the movies, and though it

may have spawned Sleepless in 
Seattle and two appearances by 
Macaulay Culkin, it also gave us 
Agnieszka Holland’s luminous 
adaptation of this classic children’s 
story. Adopted by a wealthy, 
widowed uncle, a spoiled orphan 
girl rejuvenates the Usher-like 
wasteland of her new home in 
Yorkshire by bringing an 
abandoned garden back to life. 
And Holland captures both the 
darkness and innocence of 
childhood. The only kids’ film of 
the year with a female point of 
view, The Secret Garden is also the 
most honest and life-affirming. 
© Into the West. This Irish fairy 
tale achieves the clarity of myth 
through the gloom of kitchen-sink 
realism. Despairing after his wife’s 
death, Gypsy king Gabriel Byrne 
retreats to drink, the dole, and 
tenement living, leaving his two 
young sons to the refuge of video 
and their grandfather’s tall tales — 
one of which he illustrates with a 
real-life magical horse. The two 
boys flee into the West with their 
horse, and though their adventures 
are related with whimsy, Byrne’s 
melancholy runs deep, and 
director Mike Newell never loses 
touch with the loss and pathos 
underlying the fantasy. 
® Fearless. Death has never been 
very proud in Hollywood movies, 
but in Peter Weir’s adaptation of 
Rafael Yglesias’s novel it makes a 
respectable appearance. Jeff 
Bridges is fearsome as a San 
Francisco architect who finds 
himself turned into a Nietzschean 
iibermensch after surviving an 
airplane crash. Bridges alienates 
everyone with high-risk stunts 
until paired with fellow survivor 
Rosie Perez, from whom he learns 
that grief, guilt, and loss of love 
are far more fearful than fear itself. 
Although the film does lapse into 
pop psychology, the acting and 
Weir’s visionary persistence make 
it a genuinely spiritual experience. 
@ Sommersby. Jon Amiel’s 
remake of The Return of Martin 
Gere resets the old French legend 
in the Reconstruction South and 
gives it a political and mythic 
context. Gere plays the title 
character, a debauched Southern 
aristocrat who returns home from 
the war much changed — so much 
so that neither his dog nor wife 
Jodie Foster recognizes him. The 
plantation flourishes, but doubts 
flourish too, and Sommersby is 
put in the existential dilemma of 
affirming the fiction of identity 
only to endanger the reality of his 
life. A wrenching love story 
augmented by the offbeat casting 
of Gere and Foster, this is an 
overlooked but radiant gem.

(American Repertory Theatre). A 
two-course feast of Shakespearean 
history, this mammoth 
undertaking was intended to shoot 
the current ART season out of a 
cannon and does so. Directed by 
Ron Daniels as a play in which 
maturity is the ultimate usurper, 
the spare yet visually stunning 
production audaciously plants its 
feet in two separate centuries of 
American civil strife. At its best, 





the staging is both grittily and 
romantically panoramic, and 
Daniels’s assault on the arcane 
comedy of Part 2 is virtuosic. But 
the rites-of-passage drama hinges 
on its famous characters, and they 
are memorably portrayed by Bill 
Camp as a platinum-tufted, noble 
punk of a Hal; Royal Miller as a 
dashing but stammering Hotspur; 
Alvin Epstein as a frail, dyspeptic 
Henry IV; and Jeremy Geidt as a 
shrewd, easygoing version of 
everyone’s favorite Elizabethan 
lardbag, Falstaff. 


© The Madness of George III 
(Colonial Theatre). The year’s 
most fabulous import was the 
Royal National Theatre of Great 
Britain production of Alan 
Bennett’s historical drama about 
the “king who lost the colonies” 
and then his marbles. A witty mix 
of pageantry and profundity, the 
play paints an acute portrait of 
private and public disintegration, 
with the king undergoing Lear-like 
agonies at the hands of a barbaric, 
booby medical establishment 
while, aboard the ship of state, all 
hands jockey for position. And the 
production, under the direction of 
Nicholas Hytner, drove home the 
glories of the English theater, none 
greater than actor Nigel 
Hawthorne, whose performance as 
the royal cracker crumbling was at 
once herculean and homy. 


© The Night Larry Kramer 
Kissed Me (Lyric Stage). David 
Drake’s one-man play about gay 
awakening, sexuality, and AIDS- 
fueled loss won an Obie when its 
actor author performed it in New 
York. But it’s hard to imagine that 
Drake was funnier or more fiery 
than Eric Paeper, who played it 
here. Director Chuck Jones 
countered the sometime 
sentimentality of the play’s poetic 
vignettes with an almost military 
precision, and Paeper gave a 
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performance at once muscular 
and poignant. If I were Larry 
Kramer I’d kiss him — and save a 
buss for Drake, who crowns the 
piece with a delicious futuristic 
coda that imagines, among other 
things, a remake of The Way We 
Were with Jason Gould in his 
mom’s role. 


® Saltimbanco (Fan Pier). The 
Ringling Brothers marry the Weird 
Sisters in this dazzlingly surreal 
entertainment by the Cirque du 
Soleil, which makes its homes in 
Montreal and Vegas and this year 
visited Boston for the first time. 
Less a compendium of acts 
(though the acts were spectacular) 
than a pulsing gossamer-and- 
spandex swirl in which the 
superhuman met the supernatural. 


@ Silence, Cunning, Exile 
(American Repertory Theatre 
New Stages). Inspired by the 
tormented life of rich-girl-turned- 
photographer-of-the-damned 
Diane Arbus, Stuart Greenberg’s 
brittle but fascinating fable is 
really an examination of art eating 
its own. By turns farcical and 
scary, the drama takes a piercing 
look at the romance between 
modernism and madness: the 
games played, the masks donned, 
the risks taken, the obsessions 
indulged, the human ties severed, 
all in the name of art or love. And 
the world-premiere production, 
directed by Ron Daniels, featured 
a performance by Stephanie Roth 
that managed the impossible 
voyage from innocent playfulness 
to professional perversity. (Bill 
Marx) 


© Those the River Keeps 
(American Repertory Theatre 
New Stages). Volatile waters run 
deep in this prequel to David 
Rabe’s Hurlyburly. Describing the 
self-destructing marriage and 
inescapable mobster past of Phil, 
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the loose-cannon hit-man-turned- 
thespian of the earlier play, it’s 
both an explosive domestic drama 
and a tragicomic allegory in which 
good and bad angels play tug of 
war with the soul of a sinner. The 
two halves don’t mesh perfectly, 
but Rabe (who directed this world 
premiere) has more dramatic 
power in his little finger than most 
playwrights can pack into a pair of 
wringing hands. 


® Time on Fire (American 
Repertory Theatre Fall Festival 
93). Broadway actor Evan 
Handler’s piercingly casual, yet 
profound, one-man play about 
surviving a four-year bout with 
cancer (not to mention the slings 
and arrows of the medical 
establishment) edged out Spalding 
Gray’s amusing Gray’s Anatomy, 
about his search for a cure for a 
vision thing — but then, when it 
comes to facing the Reaper with 
the big guns, leukemia has it all 
over a macula pucker. 


@ Twelfth Night (Trinity 
Repertory Company). Illyria 
bordered Margaritaville in this, the 
funniest, rowdiest staging of 
Shakespeare in memory. Okay, 
elements of the play, including its 
much-celebrated “melodic 
pathos,” were largely AWOL. But 
director Richard Jenkins proved 
that Twelfth Night can make it as a 
gender-bent beachfront farce, its 
anarchic shore chilled toward the 
end by gusts of violence — in the 
cruel treatment of Brian 
McEleney’s Boy Scout leader 
Cromwell of a Malvolio. As for the 
terrific Trinity ensemble, anchored 
by Ed Shea’s groaning and 
gyrating Orsino, Timothy Crowe’s 
crazed and crafty Sir Toby, and 
William Damkoehler’s disco-boob 
of an Andrew Aguecheek, they 
couldn’t be this gonzo if they 
weren’t this good.

© Baroque beauty. The Museum 
of Fine Arts’ “The Age of Rubens” 
exhibition is the most ambitious 
show mounted in Boston in years. 
Curator Peter Sutton filled seven 
galleries with Flemish Baroque art 
that paints a vivid picture in broad 
strokes of an era of indulgence, 
generosity, and compassionate 
sensibility. It is a magnificent and 
lavish effort matching Rubens’s 
own goodhearted grandiloquence. 


© Image-making. “Malcolm X: 
Man, Ideal, Icon” and “On the 
Subject: Voices from Massa- 
chusetts” imparted the slain black 
leader’s story, his ideas, and his 
strength of character. From an 
assemblage put together by Robin 
Chandler and the young women of 
Teen Voices magazine to the 
mosque-like installation EHM by 
Carole Byard and Clarissa Sligh, the 
show was a taut and relentless look 
at the anger, pride, and spirituality 
that Malcolm has come to represent 
for African-Americans today. 


® Pretty crafty. This has been the 
Year of American Craft, and the 
Society of Arts and Crafts, the 
Fuller Museum in Brockton and 
the Fitchburg Museum, to name a 
few institutions, have mounted 
commemorative shows to bring 
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ceramics, glass, woodworking, and 
furniture making out of the closet. 
The best of the pieces in these 
exhibits blurred the line between 
art and craft, they were so 
exquisitely crafted, with rapt 
attention to form. 


© Nuts and bolts. The MFA’s 
“Cone of Vision” retrospective 
showed artist Robert Cumming 
wrestling with a dark unknown, 
trying to see form in chaos. His 
paintings are all built .on grids, as if 
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© From “The Age of Rubens” 


he were insisting that some sense 
underlies the bumbling we do 
through life. Each work in “Cone 
of Vision” was a cone of vision: a 
lightbulb flashing over Cumming’s 
head, a momentary glimpse out of 
the darkness. 


@ Shot in the arm. The Isabella 
Stewart Gardner Museum deserves 
kudos for its Artists-in-Residence 
program. This year, the Gardner 
hosted photographer Dorit Cypis, 
among others. Cypis’s show, the 
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first exhibition of a living artist’s 
work at the Gardner in 70 years, 
was a brooding, multi-layered 
examination of the clues to our 
psyches that we carry in our flesh. 
She built collages out of old 
photos, images from pop culture 
and history, and black shadows 
into provocative — if slightly 
oblique — portraits. 


@ Just the facts. Artists like Robert 
Heinecken and John Baldessari 
began questioning the truth of 
photographs in the ’60s, long 
before computer imaging toyed 
with pictures. “Proof: Los Angeles 
Art and the Photograph, 1960-80,” 
at the DeCordova, traced the 
transition of society’s 
understanding of the photograph 
as document to the use of 
photography in art, and the 
accompanying breakdown of our 
belief not only in the authenticity of 
the image but in anything at all. 


@ Washing up. “Awash in Color,” 
the bright, succinct exhibition in 
the MFA’s Gund Gallery that 
highlighted the museum’s fine 
collection of watercolors, 
demonstrated the fervor and grace 
with which Americans like Homer, 
Sargent, John La Farge, Maurice 
Prendergast, and Edward Hopper 
legitimized a medium that had long 
been limited to the brushes of 
schoolgirls and amateurs. 


® Moral vision. Francisco Goya 
didn’t hesitate to take sides and 
express his own opinion about the 
violence of the Spanish Civil War. 
His paintings were highly charged 
political commentary, and so were 
his prints. The Worcester Art 
Museum’s “Goya, Moralist Amid 
Chaos,” part of its “Master 
Printmakers” series of exhibitions, 
demonstrated the artist’s acute eye 
for injustice and his despair over 
the turmoil in his homeland as well 
as his graceful, poetic hand with 
printmaking. 


® On the Street. Newbury Street 
has returned full-force as Boston’s 
gallery row this year. Buildings full 
of contemporary art venues opened 
at 11 and 38 Newbury, making the 
lower part of the avenue the place 
to see visual art in Boston. Bernard 
Toale’s gallery at 11 Newbury 
opened with a splash last April with 
sculptor/photographer Sandy 
Skoglund’s Cheez Doodle— 
fashioned Cocktail Party. 


@ Off the beaten track. Galleries 
off Newbury Street continue to 
struggle for recognition, and they 
merit our attention because they 
consistently put worthy art out 
there, even if not many 
people get to see it. On 
Congress Street, Mobius 
turns out innovative shows 
by local artists nearly every 
month. Genovese Gallery 
Albany, the South Street 
gallery’s annex in a South 
End loft, mounted Peter 
Oxenburgh’s chilling 
recent paintings about 
child abuse. Bromfield 
Gallery on South Street, 
now showing its own 20- 
year retrospective, remains 
a welcome place for New 
England artists. Such 
venues continue to offer 
the kind of cutting-edge 
art you seldom see on 
Newbury Street.

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© He keeps pulling rabbits out of 
hats. This year saw the world 
premiere of Mark Morris’s Jesu, 
Meine Freude — a grand sweep of 
a dance set to Bach’s motet BWV 
227 — and the Boston premiere of 
the exquisitely proportioned 
quintet Mosaic and United, to 
Henry Cowell’s strange and lovely 
String Quartets Nos. 3 and 4. Lit 
from within, Jesu, Meine Freude is 
simultaneously ethereal and 
grounded, structurally precise and 
a billow of white exploding with 
freedom. Also on the docket was 
the Boston premiere of Morris’s 
spare, elegant Home, to songs and 
instrumentals composed and 
performed by Michelle Shocked 
and Rob Wasserman. The dance 
sets a series of abstract vignettes 
evoking hardscrabble living against 
rip-roaring clogging episodes to 
contrast public with private life. 


®@ Dynamic duo. Boston Ballet’s 
resident swans, Trinidad Sevillano 
and Patrick Armand, flew higher 
than ever this year. Their pairing 
was sorely missed in the 
company’s “All Balanchine” 
production and its Romeo and 
Juliet (Sevillano was sidelined with 
a foot injury). But they gave us a 
smoldering set of Raymonda 
divertissements, a passionate Kitri 
and Basilio in Don Quixote, love 
beyond death in Cinderella, love 
even before birth in this autumn’s 
Sleeping Beauty. They’d be a 
blessing to any city (not excluding 
New York); we’re blessed to have 
them here dancing for us. 


® Wade in the water. The Bill T. 
Jones/Arnie Zane Dance Company 
outdid itself in its quicksilver 
performance of the glorious D- 
Man in the Waters (1989) at the 
Emerson Majestic Theatre. An 
homage to former company 
member Demian Acquavella, who 
died of AIDS, the exhilarating full- 
company work takes tragedy and 
turns it into a triumph of the 
human spirit. The year’s most 
provocative dance was perhaps 
Jones’s new solo, Last Night on 
Earth, a journey through the anger

and pain born of multiple losses. 
The piece ranges from the 
surprisingly crude (“I make my 
living because you want to suck 
me,” narrates Jones) and brazenly 
sexual to the darkly comic and 
gut-wrenching. 


® Boston keeps moving. Dance 
Umbrella is to be congratulated for 
its first annual “Boston Moves” 
concert, a showcase of seven new 
works by local choreographers. 
(Initiated in 1993, “Boston 
Moves” is a three-year program 
dedicated to commissioning 
dances by Boston-area 
choreographers.) Newcomer 
Marjorie Folkman surprised and 
delighted with her sparky, 
unpredictable solo La Fuga, at the 
end of which she springs off stage 
into the darkness of the orchestra 
pit. And longtimer Paula Josa 
Jones stunned with her trio 
Masque, a searing embodiment of 
the pain felt by the living as they 
watch loved ones dying. 


© Bedtime stories. Ballets that tell 
a story have always been Boston 
Ballet’s forte. This year the 
company gave us Don Quixote, 
Cinderella, Romeo and Juliet, 
Sleeping Beauty, and The 
Nutcracker. These might not be 
the best-danced productions of the 
classics you'll ever see, but they’re 
surely the best-acted. Even curtain 
calls are taken in character: when 
the Cinderella stepsisters (two 
male dancers in drag) came out on 
opening night and were offered 
just one bouquet, they got into a 
fight over it. 


@ Brilliant Brahms. Sean Curran, 
a standout member of the Bill T. 
Jones/Arnie Zane Dance 
Company, gave a grand 
performance of Jones’s 1984 
Dances with Brahms at BU’s 
Sargent Dance Theatre. Curran is 
a master of gestural idiosyncrasy, a 
talent that matches breakneck 
speed with astonishing articulation 
to produce shapes that both 
resonate and dazzle. A nonstop 
tour de force of criss-crossing feet 
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© Mark Morris 


and signing arms for Curran and a 
plaster bust that lives in a trunk, 
Dances simultaneously winks at 
classicism and honors its tenets. 


@ Spencer for hire. The 
whimsical, inventive dances of 


local choreographers Amy Spencer 


and Richard Colton were brought 
to the stage (an all too infrequent 
occurrence) as part of the Boston 
Conservatory’s 50th-anniversary 
concert. A troupe of top-notch 
artists performed the duo’s 
involuted lickety-split movement 
phrases in such works as Motion 
Studies (Work in Progress), an 
unremitting exercise for six, and 
the beautiful, prismatic Five Nights 
and a Day, which sets youth and 
innocence, depicted by tiny, 
delicate Josie Coyoc, against a 
sultry maturity, portrayed by 
Spencer herself. 


© The bliss of Balanchine. New 
York City Ballet hadn’t appeared 
in Boston in ages, so this fall’s 
“Stars of the New York City 
Ballet” was a rare treat. Under 
new ballet master Peter Martins 
the company isn’t what it was in 
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Balanchine’s time, and the 
program, largely solos and duets, 
stinted on the master’s matchless 
geometry. But we got all of Agon 
and Apollo and a good helping of 
Who Cares? Truly food for the 
gods. 


® No place like it. After nearly 
losing their home, the 
choreographers and dancers 
associated with the Dance 
Complex, a community-run center 
for dance housed in Cambridge’s 
historic Old Fellows Hall, at 536 
Massachusetts Avenue, have a 99- 
year lease on the building. This 
summer, the city of Cambridge 
saved the day when it voted to 
contribute $75,000 toward a down 
payment for the space. The 
Cambridge Multicultural Arts 
Center perpetuated the sleight of 
hand by stepping in to sign the 
mortgage papers for the financially 
strapped organization. 


@ Nonpareil Nutcracker. If 
you’re looking for areas in which 
Beantown can be number one, 
consider Boston Ballet’s Nut- 
cracker, which is the world’s most 
popular version (it’s 
seen by 140,000 people 
annually) of the Tchai- 
kovsky holiday classic 
and may well be the 
world’s best. Its Vic- 
torian sets are cradling 
and gorgeously detailed 
(the way the Christmas 
tree grows from 16 feet 
to 40 is a show in 
itself), the mice are 
endearing, the children 
are attentive and spon- 
taneous, the con- 
ducting beats most 
recordings hollow, and 
the dancing just keeps 
getting better (this year 
there are more differ- 
ent soloists than ever 
before). No matter 
where you look, it gives 
you something 
delectable to look at.

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© U2’s what’s-his-name 


@ Second comings and 
reincarnations. We waited, we 
got. Nirvana followed up 
Nevermind with In Utero (DGC), 
Pearl Jam chased Ten with Vs. 
(Epic), and neither band 
disappointed. What we didn’t want 
was another U2 CD after the 
terrific but over-hyped Achtung 
Baby!. Yet by scaling back arena 
rock for parlor psychedelia, 
Zooropa (Island) became an 
understated winner. 

And speaking of winners, 1993 
belonged to Belly. Their debut, 
Star (Sire/Reprise), was the year’s 
best pop album, and leader Tanya 
Donelly emerged from Throwing 
Muses as a fine songwriter and 
genuine presence. From the ashes 
of the Pixies came Frank Black, 
plus a reconstructed version of 
Kim Deal’s Breeders. But neither 
Frank Biack nor Last Splash (both 
on 4A.D./Elektra) eclipsed the 
Pixies. 


® Comeback of the year. He was 
the first musician to sell out the 
Los Angeles sports arena, he gave 
Jimi Hendrix guitar lessons, and 
until this year’s Tribal Thunder 
(Hightone) surf-guitar inventor 
Dick Dale hadn’t made an album 
since 1964. But that CD was 
primal rock therapy. Dale followed 
the disc with his first-ever US tour, 
which brought the Quincy native to 
Johnny D’s for a pair of blistering, 
sold-out shows. 

“I certainly never expected the 
mayor of Quincy to make it “Dick 
Dale Day,’ or to be acknowledged 
by the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives,” the 56-year-old 
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Dale said from his California home 
last week. “I got to see the house | 
grew up in; I stayed right across 
the street. And when I played, to 
see everybody standing in line all 
the way down the block for two 
shows. Then I sat at the foot of the 
stage at the end of the night for 
two and a half hours signing 
autographs. That just blew me 
away.” Us too. 


© Folk ways. Just about every year 
I rave about how great the latest 
Bill Morrissey album is. That’s not 
going to change. Neither is 
Morrissey, whose novelist’s eye 
and convincing performances 
make Night Train (Philo) his third 
KO in a row, and make Morrissey 
perhaps America’s deepest 
songwriter. But permit me also to 
rave about Cheryl Wheeler, 
another great songwriter and a 
terrific vocalist who had a blue- 
ribbon year when country star Pam 
Tillis made her achingly crafted 
“Aces” a big hit. And Wheeler 
released a world-class album of her 
own, Driving Home (Philo). 


© Rookie of the year. Ignoring 
rap, thrash, and grunge, Grant Lee 
Buffalo came on with a sound that 
echoed Ziggy Stardust and songs 
filtered through the fog of ’90s 
ennui. Singer Grant Lee Phillips’s 
unabashedly romantic perspective 
and sweetly soulful voice, as well as 
his unique acoustic guitar tones, 
made their debut, Fuzzy (Slash), a 
standout. 


@ Country cookin’. Alan Jackson 
had a hit called “Don’t Rock the 
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Jukebox,” but everyone from Garth 
Brooks to Brooks & Dunn ignored 
his plea. Except one artist: a little 
ol’ Texas troubadour named Junior 
Brown, whose Guit with It (Curb) 
was a delightful flashback to the 
days of Nudie jackets and “yes, 
ma’m.” Brown combines playful 
lyrics with a booming Ernest Tubb 
delivery, and he’s a master 
guitarist, flashing across the neck 
of his pet Guit-Steel, a half-steel- 
guitar, half-Telecaster contraption 
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that Brown makes squeal and purr 
like a kitten sniffing buttermilk. 


® Grrrlis united. This was the year 
that women took back the rock, 
packing strong, smart music with 
as much sex, swagger, and attitude 
as they pleased. The result was not 
only an uplifted finger to the male- 
dominated guitar-based rock 
aesthetic but a grassroots cultural 
influence that has sparked a wave 
of interesting new bands and fired 
a broadside at the bullshit of 
sexism for a new generation. 

Liz Phair gave boy-rock elitism 
the sharpest kick to the groin with 
Exile in Guyville (Matador), her 
deconstruction of the Stones’ 
classic Exile on Main Street. And 
PJ] Harvey put a pumped-up edge 
on her post-feminist perspective by 
teaming with producer Steve Albini 
for Rid of Me (Pure/Island). 
Meanwhile, artists like Tiger Trap, 
Lois, and Bratmobile made waves 
in the underground. 


@ Beatin’ the rap. Gangsta rap 
reached a new extreme this year 
with the murder rap of Snoop 
Doggy Dogg — whorwas arraigned 
the week his debut, Doggystyle 
(Death Row), hit the top of the 
Billboard charts. Dr. Dre’s The 
Chronic (Death Row) — on which 
Snoop made his debut — was the 
year’s best-selling rap album at 
three million copies sold; 
Doggystyle, which saw a marked 
increase in orders following 
Snoop’s arrest, may surpass it. But 
Snoop was nearly one-upped by 
2Pac, who was arrested on 
Halloween for shooting two off- 
duty policemen. And the cops 
thought they had a beef with Ice-T? 


© Hues of blues. It’s incongruous 
that a guy who lives in the Fenway 
would make the year’s best blues 
album, but that’s Mighty Sam 
McClain’s Give It Up to Love 
(AudioQuest). Another local, 
guitar hero Ronnie Earl, made his 
all-instrumental debut with the 
rewarding Still River 
(AudioQuest). And Albert Collins 
came on strong with the career- 
capping Collins Mix (Pointblank) 
but was felled by cancer shortly 
after its release. 

Blues fans also mourned the 
passing of Albert King, who died 
early in the year. But Bobby 
Parker erupted from 30 years of 
obscurity with his fireballing Bent 
out of Shape (Black Top). And 
CeDell Davis’s debut (at 65), 
Fixin’ To Do Something Wrong 
(Fat Possum), not only proved that 

country blues is alive 
but got its last original 
stylist onto CD. 


® The Jackson two. 
Michael Jackson — 
drug-addled child 
molester or innocent 
pop genius with 
medical problems? Let 
the jury decide. Either 
way, Michael’s career 
is starting to look as 
deflated as Madonna’s. 
But his sister Janet’s 
hot. Her dynamite 
album janet. is living 
large on the charts, 
and she’s remade 
herself into a star 
who’s sexy, self- 
assured, and genuine 
— which neither her 
brother nor Madonna 
has ever seemed. 


® Swinging single. It 
was “Creep,” the rock 
song of the summer, of 
the year — and maybe 
of our lives.

@ Very very Threadgill. The two- 
tuba, two-guitar core of Henry 
Threadgill’s Very Very Circus 
looks back at New Orleans parade 
music at the same time that it 
encompasses African highlife and 
rock. But it’s basically sui generis 
Henry. The band put out their best 
album, Too Much Sugar for a 
Dime (Axiom), and mesmerized an 
audience at the Middle East in 
November. 





® Drum major. Master percus- 
sionist Kahil El’ Zabar stole the 
show twice at the Middle East — 
once in a duet performance with 
saxophonist David Murray at the 
end of June, and again with his 
Ethnic Heritage Ensemble in 
October (following the release of 
their Chameleon debut, Dance 
with the Ancestors). 


® Mainstream without tears. The 
great cornettist Ruby Braff, who 
had been absent 
from the local 
scene for 


some 
time, had four 

engagements at the Regattabar, 
offering a generous sampling of 
his unique vocal delivery and 
beyond-category conception of 
swing. 





@ Joshin’. The young tenor saxist 
Joshua Redman (son of Dewey) 
was everywhere this year. Aside 
from his own debut and follow-up 
CDs as a leader on Warner Bros., 
he was a crucial voice on Paul 
Motian’s singular Electric Bebop 
Band (JMT/Verve). Local live 
performances included the Three 
Musicians show for the Boston 
Globe Jazz Fest (with Geoff 
Keezer and Christian McBride), 

a guest spot with Charlie 

Haden’s Quartet West at the 
DeCordova Museum, and a 
rip-roaring Charles Hotel 
Ballroom appearance with

At Scullers in July he 
showed up with a new 
band (with Blakey-ites 
Donald Harrison and 
Brian Lynch), new tunes, and lots 
of fire. It bodes well for his new 
disc, which is due in January. 





@ Sailing at Newport. The 
Newport Jazz Festival has

Among the greats who passed on 
were Dizzy Gillespie, Billy 
Eckstine, Sun Ra, and the inventor 
of Afro-Cuban jazz, Mario Bauza. 


® Mode for Joe. Venerable tenor- 
saxist Joe Henderson began the 
year with his up-to-the-minute 
tribute to Miles Davis, So Near, So 
Far (Verve), and ended with the 
blue-chip collection of hard bop 
The Blue Note Years. In between 
was a stellar show with his quartet 
at the Charles Ballroom. 


® Smokin’ Sco. Six-string hero 
and former Miles Davis sideman 
John Scofield’s What We Do (Blue 
Note) offered a special 
composer/guitarist with an equally 
special band — tenor-sax Joe 
Lovano, bassist Dennis Irwin, and 
young drum phenom Bill Stewart. 
They turned in a sterling set at the 
Regattabar — full of witty 
invention and no-holds-barred 
communion. And Scofield 
returned as part of Joe 
Henderson’s quartet in the 
Ballroom.

® Concerto: Dubravka 
Tomsic’s phenomenally 
elegant and moving 
Chopin Piano Concerto 
No. 1, with James Bolle 
and the New 
Hampshire Symphony, 
in Manchester this past 
October. And Ida 
Haendel’s idiomatic, 
spellbinding Sibelius 
Violin Concerto with 
Simon Rattle and the 
BSO in January. 


® Visiting celebrity:

© The Body in Four Parts 
(Greywolf). Janet Kauffman’s 
risky fusion of linguistic 
experimentation and feminist 
redefinition pays off in a 
disorienting but often beautiful 
book that delves into the “nature 
of human nature.” This collage’s 
stylistic and philosophical 
ambition sets it apart from the 
watered-down mumbling of most 
American prose. 


© Compulsory Happiness 
(Farrar, Straus and Giroux). 
For most Eastern European 
writers, the mind is a fortress 
against external pressure, an 
ironic spiritual counterforce. In 
this volume of four novellas, 
expatriate Romanian writer 
Norman Manea not only 
describes the ruthless brutality of 
totalitarian life but evokes the 
violent beauty of the unconscious. 
Manea’s figures are caught in a 
sinister cartoon land — either 
fighting or undergoing 
metamorphosis. 


© Eclipse Fever (Knopf). Walter 
Abish’s latest novel ties in stolen 
pre-Columbian artifacts with 
political corruption in Mexico and 
social breakdown in America. 
Less experimental than his other 
books (How German It Is, 
Alphabetical Africa), this volume 
examines multicultural conflict 
with a rich, confident prose style. 


© Kapo (Harcourt Brace). 
Everyone is going to be reading 
Schindler’s List because of Steven 
Spielberg’s film version. But this 
novel about the Holocaust, from 
Yugoslavian writer Aleksandar 
Tisma, is a far more revealing 
study of the ambiguities of evil. 
It’s a gritty story of a Jew who, in 
order to save himself in the 
camps, served as a guard. When 
he returns to Bosnia after the war, 
he becomes terrified of running 
into survivors. 


@ Mr. Cogito (Ecco). The 
eagerly awaited English 
translation of Zbigniew Herbert’s 
fifth collection of poetry, which

revolves around the character of 
Mr. Cogito, an intellectual whose 
death-in-life in a totalitarian state 
is slyly, tragically, and comically 
evoked: “a poet at an unclear time 
of life/between departing 
Eros/and Thanatos who has not 
yet risen from his stone.” 


@ The Palace of Dreams 
(William Morrow). An allegorical 
work from Albanian novelist 
Ismail Kadare that dissects the 
dream at the heart of his 
country’s machinery of death. 
The authorities, fearful of what 
the country is thinking while it 
sleeps, have built a labyrinthine 
castle that serves as a storehouse 
for the nation’s oneiric material, 
which horsemen deliver from all 








corners of the empire. A brilliant 
fable about an attempt to 
imprison the unconscious mind, 
as well as a warning that our 
dreams must never be our 
masters. 


@ Saint Glinglin (Dalkey 
Archive Press). Raymond 
Queneau, that most erudite and 
lighthearted of French 
experimental writers, is at his 
most wondrously sane in this 
Joycean romp, which gambols 
with Freudian connections 
between the psychological and the 
anthropological, the sexual and 
the symbolic, the familial and the 
homicidal. Queneau’s obsession 
with hamfisted wordplay and 
philosophical conundrums 
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inspired the black comedy of 
George Perec as well as the 
cosmic comics of Italo Calvino, 
but none of his followers matches 
his tone of detached, humane 
mirth, his hatred of pretension, or 
his frisky intellect. 


© A Table of Green Fields (New 
Directions). Guy Davenport’s 
latest collection of eccentric 
meditations, including staccato 
collages on the painter Henry 
Scott Tuke, the mathematician 
James Joseph Sylvester (America’s 
first Jewish college professor), 
Kafka, and Thoreau. A genuine 
stylistic innovator whose restless 
prose combines intellectual heft 
with poetic pizzazz. 


® Three Plays (Columbia 
University Press). A trio of 
scripts from Japanese surrealist 
Kobo Abe, who died this past year 
with nary a word of remembrance 
on this side of the Atlantic. Best 
known for his novel The Woman 
in the Dunes, the writer was also 
a playwright of note, and this 
collection of plays accents his 
roots in Beckett and Ionesco. One 
is about capitalists using ghosts to 
make money; another takes up 
the plight of a man who is 
transformed into the world’s first 
cow-man. 


® With Downcast Eyes (Little, 
Brown and Company). A tough 
but touching novel about a young 
Moroccan girl’s fall into exile and 
the hazards of assimilation from 
Tahar Ben Jelloun, a North 
African author who lives in 
France. His Scared Night won the 
Prix Goncourt; his latest volume 
shares some of that novel’s 
striking blend of terse eroticism 
and Near Eastern mysticism.

Doggin’ Snoop Doggy Dogg 


on his arraignment for murder

OS ANGELES — It’s 7:30 
a.m. on a Friday, and news 
cameras are poised behind a 
plastic barrier on the 13th 
floor of the downtown Crim- 
| inal Courts Building. They’re waiting for 
the 8:30 arraignment of rapper Snoop 
| Doggy Dogg, a/k/a Calvin Broadus. 

This is also the week that Snoop’s first 
| album, Doggystyle, debuts at the top of 
Billboard’s pop charts. His other signifi- 
| cant recording efforts have been as a guest 
| rapper on mentor Dr. Dre’s album The 
Chronic, which was named after a strong 
| type of marijuana and is reportedly the 
| bestselling hardcore rap album ever, at 
| three million copies. 

| On this December 10 morning, Snoop 
| is scheduled to be arraigned with two oth- 
| er defendants: McKinley Lee, 24, and 
| Sean Abrams (a/k/a Sean Smith), 24. 

And it’s a 187. 

That’s legalese for a murder charge (the 
| result of a shooting that took place back in 
| August). It’s also a catchy numeric lyric 
that shows up in gangsta rap, including 
| cuts on The Chronic, which launched 


Snoop’s career. 

Originally slated for December 8, the 
arraignment gets moved back to the 10th 
at the last minute, possibly because Snoop 
already had a big day planned for the 8th. 
He and Dr. Dre (real name Andre Young, 
formerly of rap group N.W.A) showed up 
at the Billboard Music Awards, where they 
received an award for The Chronic. After 
they seized the moment to defend their 
music during their acceptance speech, 
host Phil Collins said their words were too 
dire for the night of light entertainment. 
“It’s getting dark in here,” was his ill-con- 
ceived quip. An emergency day-after ap- 
pearance on Arsenio barely cleared Collins 
of the racist overtones. 

But it’s Snoop who, at 22, already has a 
reputation for sniffing out trouble. At 18, 
he was arrested by an undercover police 
officer on a charge of cocaine possession 
— a reportedly small amount — with in- 
tent to sell. After a one-year sentence in 
Los Angeles county jail was handed down, 
he served several months, violated proba- 
tion, and was sent back. 

In an Interscope/Death Row Records 


press release entitled “Shootin’ tha Shit 
with Snoop,” he’s quoted as saying, 
“When I was rockin’ in [jail], muthafuck- 
ers was tellin’ me, ‘Snoop, why don’t you 
get your life together?’ That’s a place 
where muthafuckers don’t give a fuck 
about you. For them to do that, it made 
me think.” He may have to think again. 
Snoop evaded arrest after the shooting 
long enough to appear on the annual MTV 
Music Awards, in early Septémber. The 
lesson here is: if you want to dodge the 
police, just appear on national TV. Soon 


after his surrender to the LAPD later that . 


month, the rapper posted the $1 million 
bail. He’s been free ever since. 

This morning’s arraignment marks the 
beginning of a long haul of legal proceed- 
ings. Outside the courtroom, ABC gets 
ready for satellite feed. Local channels 7 
and 9 jockey for position with newshounds 
from the Associated Press, Los Angeles 
Times, and People, among others. Sporting 
laminated press badges, the camera crews 
are ready for the kill, even though some of 
them aren’t clear about the singer’s name. 
They refer to him as “Snappy Dog” and 
“Snooper” until corrected by the bailiff. 

The complaint filed in Superior Court 
of Los Angeles states that on August 25, 
1993, the three defendants “did willfully, 
unlawfully and with malice aforethought 
murder Philip Waldemariam.” Snoop is al- 
leged to have been driving his black jeep 
near Woodbine Park in a West Los Ange- 
les neighborhood called Palms, with Lee 
and Abrams in the vehicle, when they were 
approached by alleged gang member 
Waldemariam. After a dispute, during 
which there was shouting and circling of 
the park, Lee is said to have fired the fatal 
shot. Abrams was in the backseat. The 
charges have been filed accordingly, but 
the prosecutor believes Snoop may have 
given the command for Lee to fire the gun, 
as he was Snoop’s reputed bodyguard. 

Now it’s almost 8:30 a.m. Each time the 
elevator doors open, the press shutterbugs 
aim a line of photographic artillery at any- 
one exiting. 

Meanwhile, Snoop Doggy Dogg’s attor- 
ney, David Kenner, is holding a cellular 
phone to his ear and ambling up the back 
steps of the Criminal Courts Building. He’s 
in no hurry; high-profile cases are his baili- 


wick. Remember the ZZZBest Carpet case? 
The Cotton Club murders, which were 
linked to the making of the 1984 movie? 
Those were his too. Currently Kenner rep- 
resents Dr. Dre, rapper D.O.C., and a 
dozen other rap artists, as well as a handful 
of World Wrestling Federation members. 
He looks a little like ex-Lakers-now-Knicks 
coach Pat Riley — the hair, the tailored 
suit, the requisite California perma-tan. 

Earlier, Kenner described Snoop’s situa- 
tion as self-defense. “We have said from 
day one that the victim was armed. And his 
own friends say that he lifted his shirt up 
and was reaching to his waistband for his 
gun. If you look objectively at the facts of 
the case, they don’t suggest a murder pros- 
ecution, especially as to Snoop. I think 
they’re putting rappers and rap music in 
general on trial.” No doubt gangsta rap is 
being arraigned with Snoop on this gloomy 
morning in LA. The topic has surfaced 
among spectators outside the courtroom. 
And the notion that violent behavior is glo- 
rified by that genre is not likely to be dis- 
pelled when the three defendants make their 
appearance inside the crowded courtroom. 

As for the self-defense theory, Detective 
David Straky, a supervisor with the Pacific 
Homicide Division, is skeptical. “Walde- 
mariam was shot in the back,” he points 
out. “There was one wound in the left but- 
tocks and one in the left lower back near 
the kidney area. It was a medium-sized 
handgun. Waldemariam has gang affilia- 
tion and has been well known down here 
in the Pacific division since he was a juve- 
nile. There was action before the shooting; 
they were throwing gang signs and words 
were exchanged.” 

Throwing or displaying gang hand signs 
is a form of silent threat used by gang- 
bangers. Footage from one of Snoop’s 
videos was reportedly rejected by MTV be- 
cause of the signing going on in the back- 
ground. But Sheena Lester, executive editor 
of RapPages, a Los Angeles-based rap and 
hip-hop magazine that’s part of the Larry 
Flynt (Hustler, Chic) publishing empire, 
says that Snoop is being swept along on the 
wave of a white, mostly suburban, rap back- 
lash currently sweeping the country — a 
trend indicated by Snoop’s headshot on the 
cover of a recent issue of Newsweek as part 
of a feature on “gangsta violence.” Even

GANGSTA GANGSTA? This mug-shot promo photo feels shamelessly cal- 


culated in light of the charges against Snoop Doggy Dogg. 
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NPR has lent legitimacy to the 
gangsta-rap flap. 

Born in Long Beach on Oc- 
tober 20, 1971, Snoop Doggy 
Dogg first hit the rap scene 
on the soundtrack for Deep 
Cover (1992). He appeared 
on this July’s issue of Rap- 
Pages. September covers of 
Rolling Stone and VIBE fol- 
lowed, and coverage in the 
New York-based bible of hip- 
hop, The Source — all as 
Snoop’s video and his infec- 
tious “bow wow wow” verse 
caught fire with music buyers. 

Now attorney Kenner is 
stepping out of the elevator 
on the 13th floor, accompa- 
nied by Snoop, Abrams, and 
Lee (the latter two with their 
own lawyers in tow), and it’s 
clear that the newsmongers 
will get what they came for. 
Lights, camera, action, and 
the plastic barrier is overrun. 

Dressed in a familiar yellow- 
on-blue sweatshirt and black 
Guess pants, Snoop makes a 
beeline through the crush. 
Lee, the alleged shooter, dis- 
plays a polished bald head and 
wears a long black leather 
jacket 4 la Superfly. Probably 
not a good fashion choice for 
a 187 arraignment. Abrams 
wears a black leather vest over 
a subdued plaid shirt and 
black jeans; he seems mildly 
amused as they push though 
the doors and enter the court- 
room, where Superior Court 
Justice Lance Ito presides. 

The lanky 6’4” Snoop is 
flanked by stocky Lee and the 
equally short Abrams during 
the reading of the charges. 
Occasionally he steals a 
glance at the gathering of 
photographers who snap his 
every move. 

Every camera is, per the 
bailiffs order, wrapped in 
covering that cuts down on 
shutter noise. Every chin in 
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the room is tilted in the rapper’s direction. 
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| 


Prosecuting district attorney Ed Nison | 
reads the charges against each defendant; | 


all are implicated in the murder. 

Authorities say witnesses in the area 
knew Snoop’s distinctive jeep and linked 
him to the shooting. According to Detec- 
tive Straky, the police view it this way: 
“Broadus’s high profile identified him as a 
principal. He was just gangbanging, out 
on the street like he did prior to becoming 
famous. The DA isn’t going after this case 
harder than any other.” 

As Nison brings his reading to a close, he 
notes additional counts against Lee and 
Snoop: Lee for “discharging a firearm,” 
Snoop for two counts of possession of a 
firearm dating back to earlier in the summer. 
Since he has been found guilty of a drug 
charge with intent to sell, Snoop is a con- 
victed felon and may not carry a handgun. 

When Judge Ito asks for their pleas, 
each defendant replies “Not guilty” in 
tones that are barely audible. A pre-trial 
hearing date is set for January 20. In all, 
the arraignment lasts about 15 minutes. 

Then the crush is on again. Snoop barks 
“No comment” as Kenner leads him by the 
arm through the clot of cameras. Sean 
Abrams shakes his head in disbelief. 
McKinley Lee stares blankly as they escape 
into the elevator. 

The ride down to the ground floor is 
rough. A few daring members of the media 
have jumped in. Lee stares straight ahead, 
only this time he looks scared. Kenner is 
backed into a corner. The tension builds. 
Abrams breaks into song and is hushed by 
a look from Snoop. 

On the ground floor the frenzy contin- 
ues. Cameras chase the principals through 
the rear exit of the Criminal Courts Build- 
ing. Snoop walks defiantly as a brazen 
photographer zooms off shots inches from 
his face. Finally Kenner calls a halt to the 
circus. “You'll have to stop when we get to 
the top of the steps,” he warns. 

Like a scolded pack of dogs, the pho- 
tographers break chase. A group of fans 
watch the action behind a chainlink fence 
walling off the parking lot. One kid in a 
Sox baseball cap grips the fence. “Hey 
Snoop, Snoop.” Calvin Broadus looks up, 
waves, and enjoys another day as a free 
man. QO

‘Schep isi unites all the elements 
of canbe’ s Separation

ohn Guare’s Six Degrees of 
Separation matches the style 
and tone of the American 
drawing-room comedy of 
manners — the realm of 
| Philip Barry and S.N. Behrman — to sub- 
| ject matter generally associated with 
| what’s referred to these days (usually op- 
| timistically) as the drama of ideas. When 
| it was produced in New York two years 
| ago, Guare, who has probably written 
| more great plays almost no one ever heard 
of than any other American, became the 
darling of the New York theater for ven- 
| turing into Jon Robin Baitz/Richard Nel- 
| son territory. Neil Simon’s Lost in 
| Yonkers cheated Six Degrees out of the 
| Tony and the Pulitzer Prize, but Guare fi- 


nally got the critical reception he’d earned 
— though not, I think, the production. 
Jerry Zake’s staging of Six Degrees at Lin- 
coln Center stressed the Lincoln Center- 
ishness of the play — the political con- 
sciousness that was, predictably, what the 
reviewers lauded. What Zake missed was 
the style and tone — the Philip Barry 
part, which subtly undercuts what might 
seem like mere cleverness and trendy de- 
bate and turns it into drama. Fred Schep- 
isi’s marvelous new film version touches 
the heart of that drama. 

The story, based on an actual incident, 
is ingenious. A young black man infil- 
trates the homes of privileged Manhattan- 
ites by claiming to be both a classmate of 
their children and a celebrity once re- 
moved — Sidney Poitier’s son. Paul (Will 
Smith) is a hustler who seduces his hosts 
with glittering manners learned from a 
lover brought up in the chic, brittle world 
(the lover likewise provides Paul with the 
secret information needed to enter it). But 
Paul is also a schizophrenic so desperate 
for this world that he starts to believe his 
own con. And so he doesn’t just charm 
the people whose houses he infiltrates, 
stealing nothing from them but a few 
hours of their lifestyle — he elicits from 
them the warmth that’s wasted on their 
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own spoiled, ungrateful kids. “He wanted 
to be us,” Ouisa Kittredge (Stockard 
Channing), whose perspective is perma- 
nently altered when Paul strays into her 
life, says with astonishment. 

Schepisi’s fleet, dazzlingly crafted movie 
sharpens the satirical edge of the play: 
both the affluent New York professionals, 
paranoid about making one wrong move 
that will lose them everything, and their

railing Ivy League children, competing for 
attention with their parents’ anxiety, are 
hilarious. But, as a friend commented af- 
terward, the film works the way the best 
Randy Newman songs do — the moment 
you think you’re safe laughing at these 
people, the tone shifts and you’re faced 
with the terror of real human beings. 
Schepisi is able to open up the play 
emotionally in part by opening it up physi- 
cally — by taking it all around New York, 
relying on a brilliant motif he and Guare 
arrived at to preserve on screen the in- 
tegrity of the original text. The play is ad- 
dressed, by Ouisa and her husband, Flan, 
and some of the supporting characters, to 
the audience. The movie unfolds as a se- 
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ries of stories, mostly chapters in the Paul 
story handed out by the Kittredges, like 
bottles of wine or jars of exotica from 
Zabar’s, to friends and acquaintances at 
weddings, dinner parties, vernissages. It’s 
only in the climactic scene (at a party giv- 
en by Kitty Carlisle Hart, whose connec- 
tion to the famously witty and glamorous 
Algonquin Hotel set of the ’30s under- 
scores the film’s lineage), when the Kit- 
tredges reveal the 
last chapter, that we 
see just how much 
Schepisi and Guare 
have riding on the 
storytelling motif. 
In this deeply af- 
fecting scene, the 
spinning toy of a 
movie suddenly 
stops spinning. 

Paul the mystery 
man is a perilously 
difficult role, and 
Will Smith seems 
to feel its weight in 
the first half-hour, 
where he has to 
handle some ex- 
traordinary speech- 
es. He’s better in 
the later scenes, es- 
pecially the final 
flashback. As Trent, 
the captivated lover 
who’s delighted to 
hand Paul the keys 
to the kingdom, An- 
thony Michael Hall tries too hard. 

The rest of the cast is extraordinary: 
Stockard Channing (not merely repeating 
her superb Lincoln Center performance 
but reworking it), Donald Sutherland as 
Flan (his finest work in years), Eric Thal 
and Heather Graham as the gentle-souled 
innocents from Utah whom Paul inadver- 
tently destroys, lan McKellen (with a cun- 
ning joke of a South African accent), 
Bruce Davison, Mary Beth Hurt, Richard 
Masur, and half a dozen talented young 
newcomers. Schepisi frees the actors to 
decorate their performances with wonder- 
ful flourishes; this is the kind of ensemble 
work that makes a viewer feel blessed. The 
whole movie does.

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Giving John Guare the third degree 


by Peter Keough 


aving breakfast with John 

Guare is kind of like be- 

ing hijacked into a John 

Guare play. The wild but 

utterly logical associa- 

tions, the intermingling of desire and 
memory and flights of fancy in impeccably 
stylish prose — all harmonize flawlessly 
with the ordering of eggs and tea. In town 

to promote Fred Schepisi’s adaptation of 
his hit play Six Degrees of Separation, 
Guare glances out the window at the sun- 
ny waterfront setting and has a revelation. 
“It’s Rowes Wharf!” he exclaims. “All 


| these years my family has told the tale of 


how my grandparents arrived on Rowes 
Wharf and I thought they meant Rose 
Wharf! It’s a wharf that belonged to some 
person named Rowe.” 

Is this an epiphany of some sort? 

“No, but it’s a corrective, a clarifica- 
tion,” he says, before setting forth on an 
explanation of his creative method. “A 
writer makes a sculpture. You’re a sculp- 
tor that’s making your own clay. You’re 
collecting, collecting, collecting, and every 
day triggers things. With each clarifica- 
tion, you add more material to what you’re 
feeling inside here all the time. The behav- 
ior, the tone of voice. 

“Like a magpie,.you know, when you 
bring stuff back all the time, but you don’t 
know what it is you’re going to use. I wrote 
a play in New Haven in 1966. I wrote it 
and I couldn’t figure out how to begin it 
and I found by chance the beginning al- 
ready written in a notebook. I had been in 
Italy stuck in this Etruscan museum in a 
rainstorm. I had written it over two years 
before, and it just fit like that, and I did not 


know that that was the beginning of the 
play that would become Muzika. 

“I don’t know what would’ve happened 
if I hadn’t found that notebook by chance. 
That showed me that you have to save ev- 
erything, because you don’t know what’s 
going to be of value.” 

Like.Guare, the characters in Six De- 
grees are collectors. Based on a true inci- 
dent (Guare has since been sued and ha- 
rassed by the man whose case partly in- 
spired the play — an odd instance of art 
imitating life imitating art all over again), 
it’s the story of Paul, a young black man 
who collects information and uses it to in- 
volve himself in the lives of wealthy New 
York society people. Among these are art 
collector and dealer Flan Kittredge and his 
wife, Ouisa, who collect anecdotes to 
charm potential clients. One of those 
anecdotes is the ongoing story of their re- 
lationship with Paul. 

What’s different about Paul’s collecting, 
though, is that it’s fired by desire and imag- 
ination, a process he makes clear by recit- 
ing a brilliant account of the creative pro- 
cess — a text written by someone else that 
is just one more item he’s collected. Guare 
bristles when it’s suggested that the ode to 
the imagination that Paul delivers might be 
ironic. It’s not the collecting that’s the key, 
he insists, it’s the connecting. 

“Not ironic at all. The irony is that he 
doesn’t understand that it’s something he 
learned. That’s the action of the play, and 
what Paul does in the course of the play is, 
ironically, awaken people in various ways. 
Do they accept it, shut it off, or die? This 
is a life-or-death opposition. It is the most 
serious thing we can do in our lives. 

“That’s the task of a writer’s life, to 
make those connections. I can’t believe 
how lucky I am. I can’t believe I’m 55 and 
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between consumer culture and trends in photography 
over the last decade. Featured are works by Alan 
Belcher, Barbara Kruger, Richard Prince, Cindy Sherman, 
and Boston artists Jim Stone and Barbara Norfleet.

I’m still doing what I wanted to do — I 
wanted to write. That to me is the greatest 
privilege in the world. My father worked 
out of Wall Street — a life he hated. He 
had to work so hard. He never had time to 
make any connection. 

“The imagination touches, transforms 
the part. This is my life. I’ve been living it 
moment to moment — what do I do with 
it?

justices and leads right to the White 
House. Their compatibility is a good 
thing, perhaps the only real charm 
the movie has going for it. 

What’s The Pelican Brief about? 
The story gets going when, for rea- 
sons mostly unexplored, Darby 
deserts her legal studies at Tulane 
University to search for a conspiracy 
behind the murders. A frightful politi- 
cal dilemma, to be sure, but all the 
more mystifying since one of the jus- 
tices (Hume Cronyn) is a wheelchair- 
bound octogenarian already at 
death’s door. When her sleuth work 
turns up something intriguing, this 
latter-day Nancy Drew writes up her 
findings under the rubric “Pelican” 
and submits it to her lover/law pro- 
fessor (Sam Shepard). A former 
clerk to one of the dead justices, he 
takes the brief to Washington, where- 
upon it disappears inside the corri- 
dors of the Justice Department. 

Of course, that’s not the end of the 
matter. No sooner do we learn that

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hington keeps an eye on an informer. 
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the brief implicates someone close to 
the president (Robert Culp) than the 
FBI is told to back off its investiga- 
tion. And the characters who know 
about the brief start to fear for their | 
lives. On the lam, Darby hooks up | 
with Gray, a hotshot investigative re- | 
porter who’s already cued into the 
possibility of a governmental cover- 
up thanks to a Deep Throat-type in- | 
formant. What unfolds next is a 
tepid, attenuated thriller punctuated 
by bursts of violence and one tiny 
graceful moment of suspense. (There 
are few things scarier than watching 
a character who thinks he’s alone in a 
room when he isn’t.) With stakes this 
high, why isn’t The Pelican Brief 
more entertaining? 

In the hands of a better writer, the 
story might be the stuff of a first- 
class thriller. After all, a heroine who 
gets pulled in over her head and lost 
in a situation in which she knows too | 
much to be innocent is the kind of 
perilousness that Hitchcock thrived | 
on. (It’s also the kind of role that Ju- 
lia Roberts, who’s no Ingrid Berg- 
man, can nonetheless infuse with her 
trademark vulnerability.) But if Gr- 
isham’s The Firm was all set-up and 
no exposition, The Pelican Brief is \it- 
tle more than a story concept. We 
never know who Darby is; she 
doesn’t seem to have a life, a family, a 
group of friends. It doesn’t make 
sense that a woman smart enough to 
uncover such dangerous information 
would, in one implausible plot twist, 
sit in a hotel room with the curtains 
open, thereby allowing herself to be 
discovered by hitmen. 

Neither does it help that Pakula 
(All the President’s Men) packs in 
the most thrilling sequences after the 
two-hour mark, at which point he 
tries to make up for with pyrotech- 
nics what his movie lacks in sus- 
pense. As for atmosphere, despite 
one colorful rendezvous at Mount 
Vernon, characters stalk one another 
through such stock locations as New 
Orleans’s Red Light District, hotel 
kitchens (always good for chaos), 
and crowds of rabid demonstrators. 
The screenplay, also by Pakula, 
takes little care to put flesh on the 
bones of Grisham’s anorectic char- 
acter development. True to the nov- 
el, however, the script’s one piece of 
moxie is in having the second justice 
assassinated in his seat at a gay- 
movie house. 

As for Denzel Washington, he’s an 
immensely inventive actor with so lit- 
tle to work with that you’re apt to | 
wish he were struggling for stakes of 
greater consequence. But, you say, 
isn’t high-level government conspira- 
cy compelling? Actually, the revela- 
tion of the brief itself is anticlimactic. 
I’m not going to give it away. Suffice 
to say that, with reason to believe 
that one of our real-life comman- 
ders-in-chief is implicated in some- 
thing as nefarious as the Iran-contra 
affair, we may be too jaded to get 
shaken up by the contents of The 
Pelican Brief. Q

**1/2 Trilok Gurtu, CRAZY 
SAINTS (CMP). As percussionist 
for Oregon and John McLaughlin, 
Gurtu became famous for stunts 
like tossing cymbals into water 
buckets. So it’s not surprising that 
on his own he specializes in 
idiosyncrasy. Crazy Saints is a kind 
of chamber fusion, incorporating 
hints of acoustic and electric jazz, 
raga, and European classical. 

Results are mixed. “Manini” pits 
the cascading vocals of Shorba 
Gurtu (Trilok’s mother, a well- 
known Indian singer) against Pat 
Metheny’s ghostly guitar; both 
players sound great, but the twain 
never meet because of the de- 

“mands of an abstract chord se- 
quence. A duet with Joe Zawinul, 
“Ballad for 2 Musicians,” also fails 
to cohere. 

The remainder of the album 
shines. The second Zawinul/Gurtu 
duet, “The Other Tune,” converts a 
naive folkish melody into a roaring 
exploratory jam; “Tillana” features 
brilliant arranging for a front line of 
cello, clarinet, and piano. “Bless- 
ing in Disguise” adds Mrs. Gurtu to 
the same equation; the piece is 
somber yet radiant, with dark 
undercurrents that threaten to rise 
up at any moment. It’s one of the 
best things I’ve heard this year.

** June Christy & Stan Kenton, 
DUET (Capitol). June Christy 
(née Shirley Luster) was the pre- 
mier “girl singer” of Kenton’s 
career (1945-’48, 1952-’58). They 
were aptly suited personalities: 
obsessive, enthusiastic, hyper- 
self-critical. The misty Miss Christy 
steams the windows with favored 
torch songs of the era (“You're 
Mine, You,” “Angel Eyes”) and 
man-pleasing lyrics (“Lonely 
Woman,” “Baby, Baby All the 
Time”). As pianist, Kenton stokes 
the burners on some impassioned 
cadenzas, yet his lounge histrion- 
ics rarely strike emotional paydirt. 
Mawkish clinkers — “Prelude to a 
Kiss,” “Thanks for You” — were 
added from the original tapes to 
make the CD commercially palat- 
able at 40 minutes. Both artists 
have done much better on Capitol, 
she with cool guitarists like Al 
Caiola, he with his steroid-pow- 
ered orchestras.

(“Coming Home for Christmas”) 
and “Making jingle bells ring till the 
break of dawn” (“Knockin’ Boots 
for Christmas”). There’s also 
Luke’s one-stop gift-catalogue 
order form, so you can send 
Grandma a “We Want Some 
Pussy” or “I Got Shit on My Mind” 
T-shirt. After all, Christmas is the 
only time of year you can say “ho” 
all you want.

**xx* Barkmarket, GIMMICK 
(American Recordings). Singer/ 
guitarist David Sardy sounds like a 
deranged prophet traveling 
America’s information highway 
who's been living on nothing but 
media roadkill. Instead of suc- 
cumbing to self-pity or descending 
into cynical self-loathing, he lash- 
es out with staccato guitar-bursts 
and chokes out a torrent of free 
associations pasted together from 
six o'clock news soundbites and 
political doublespeak like “The 
facts will lie/The truth is my eye/To 
stare at your soul and define you.” 
The songs twist and writhe 
around strangled melodic themes 
without settling into any pre- 
dictable verse-chorus-verse struc- 
tures, but there’s always a hook or 
a repeated phrase to grab onto 
amid the primal, pounding clamor. 
Drummer Rock Savage and 
bassist John Nowlin navigate a 
gritty, infectious groove through 
the chaos, lending order to 
Sardy’s ranting, and focusing 
songs like “Easy Chair” and “Hack 
It Off” into well-timed, perfectly 
orchestrated guerrilla raids on 
complacency in the finest punk- 

rock tradition.

*** The dB’s, RIDE THE WILD 
TOM-TOM (Rhino). During their 
mid-’80s heyday, the dB’s were 
one of the finest pop/rock outfits 
I've ever seen, reaching grand 
heights of melody, emotion, and 
catchiness. These previously unis- 
sued tapes were recorded well 
before that happened (most pre- 
date their first album, Stands for 
deciBels, by at least a year) but 
are still good enough to merit 
release. 

At this point the dB’s were more 
a vehicle for singer/guitarist Chris 
Stamey; co-frontman Peter Hol- 
sapple had yet to assume an 
equal share (later, the lion’s share) 
of the songwriting. We hear a 
band reveling in youthful pop 
thrills, covering the Grassroots’ 
“Let’s Live for Today” (the only 
non-original) and meaning every 
word of it. Stamey later became a 
master of the romantic ballad, but 
his best moments here (“We 
Should Be in Bed,” “If & When”) 
sound downright horny. 

Of the unreleased Holsapple 
tunes, “| Read New York Rocker” 
is a charming 50-second ditty 
about that now-defunct magazine 
that shows the camaraderie of the 
old Hoboken scene. The real find 
for dB’s diehards is a tape of the 
original band, before Stamey’s 
departure, performing “Spy in the 
House of Love” — which later 
became a key track on Holsap- 
ple’s pop epic Like This.

**&*1/2 HATER (A&M). Hater 
have a hip pedigree (Soundgarden 
bassist need went plays a, 


they’ve got burnin’ tunes. The sur- 
prise is how much the band bring 
to mind old-time maestros like the 
Stooges or T. Rex. Like Iggy and 
Marc Bolin, Hater can draw a good 
deal of magic and melody around 
a simple guitar riff. 

Part of the T. Rex connection 
comes from Brian Wood's voice — 
a regal, seductive purr of a 
weapon that he uses to croon 
things like “Who do | kill? The list 
gets longer every day” against a 
tuneful flourish of guitars. And 
when Hater fall into one of those 
“No Fun”-type grooves — as on 
“Tot Finder” — it’s pretty easy to 
imagine the band crawling through 
shards of broken glass, smearing 
blood all over their naked chests, 
and loving every second of it. 
(Alas, Shepherd has said Hater is 


a fecord, not a band, meaning this - 


could be a one-shot deal that we'll 
never savor live.) 

Recorded in less than a week, 
the disc has a refreshingly tossed- 
together feel, sandwiching a word- 
less acoustic number, “Lion and 
Lamb,” between the lazy dual 
snarl of “Roadside” and “Tot Find- 
er.” Heck, there’s even a jumpy lit- 
tle rockabilly tune, “Blistered,” 
tossed in for good measure. Haste 
sure can breed eclecticism.

*x*x* Yo Yo, YOU BETTER ASK 
SOMEBODY (EastWest/Atian- 
tic). Last year, when Yo- Yo 
reached out to her sisters with 
odes to self-reliance and cross- 
over love ballads on the excellent 
Black Pearl, her homeboys dissed 
her as as a “sellout,” so here she 
saves her male market by 
renouncing that “wack black girl 
shit” and falling in line with a 
straight-up gangster format. 
Despite the capitulation, this one 
tops her last album as thoroughly 
as her last one topped her first. 
Give credit to producer and 
mentor ice Cube for hooking her 
up top_to bottom with the current 
grooves that “niggers like to hit to” 
— slow, gritty funk that never 
gives up its insolence no matter 
how indolent. But.it’s Yo Yo’s 
unhurried, righteous, level-headed 
persona that makes this urban 
soundscape feel genuinely 3-D.

*xx* Guns N’ Roses, THE 
SPAGHETTI INCIDENT (Geffen). 
In an album that’s entirely re- 
makes, Guns N’ Roses separate 
themselves forever from the 
wanna-bes as the most joyously 
violent massive-attack band of the 
decade. First, because they rev 
these dozen punk classics way 
past the speed limit, without once 
cracking the melody or losing the 
lyric. Second, because they make 
songs as tawdry as the UK Subs’ 
“Down on the Farm” and the Dead 
Boys’ “Ain't It Fun” sound as devil- 
ishly, somersaultingly gleeful as 
the New York Dolls’ “Human 
Being” (I like the GNR version bet- 
ter) and Nazareth’s “Hair of the 
Dog.” Third, because they pros- 
trate their excretal venom at the 
feet of the Skyliners’ oily doo-wop 
chestnut “Since | Don’t Have You,” 
with Axl curving upward through 
its melody in the almost feminine 
manner of Sinéad O'Connor wor- 
shipping the supperclub suede of 
Doris Day and Marilyn Monroe (on 
Sinéad’s now infamous Am / Not 
Your Girl) — somehow without for- 
saking the graceless, muscled 
melisma that safeguards his stud 
status. A must-buy.

**x1/2 Lights in a Fat City, 
SOMEWHERE (City of Tribes). 
*** TRANCE MISSION (City of 
Tribes). The didjeridoo (Australia’s 
long, pipelike instrument) has 
become the sitar of the "90s: rich 
and resonant, with a persistent 
drone, representing an ancient 
and spiritually adept culture. 
Stephen Kent, an Englishman 
reared in Uganda, ranks among 
the didjeridoo’s foremost Western 
champions. Lights in a Fat City 
teamed him up with a drummer/ 
percussionist and an electronics 
wizard for an ambient worldbeat 
hybrid with the humid atmospher- 
ics of Eno or Jon Hassell. On their 
one album, originally recorded in 
1988, the didjeridoo’s modulated 
buzz is like the calm expanse of a 
vast ocean rippled by tropical 
rhythms and rave-style sound 
bites floating across the surface. 
The sonic palette is elaborate and 
subtle, spacious enough to swim 
in, and, with the volume cranked, 
quite danceable. 

Trance Mission are more of a 
virtuoso performance unit, featur- 
ing the didjeridoo’s repertoire of 
barks and burbles as well as the 
agile clarinet of Beth Custer from 
the Club Foot Orchestra. In addi- 
tion, the band adopt instruments 
from all over the map — a Thai 
mouth organ in “Kif,” African kalim- 
ba in “Tunnels,” percussion from 
bodhran to Egyptian tambourine to 
tablas to gamelan gongs. Sources 
are liberally combined too: “Folk 
Song” drapes the clarinet melody 
over several different rhythm 
schemes, making it sound any- 
thing from Irish to Turkish to jazz- 
rock fusion. The only piece that 
flirts with gimmickry is the African- 
American shave-and-a-haircut riff 
burdened with the preposterous 
pun “Bo Didgely.”

Edwards turn Truman Capote’s 
novella of golddigger Holly 
Golightly into a rather muzzy 
romantic comedy that’s nonethe- 
less enjoyable. Edwards's gift for 
slapstick shines in some scenes, 
and Axelrod’s hand can be felt in a 
wild, extended party sequence. 
But the movie’s chief delight is 
Audrey Hepburn (dressed in a 
series of exquisite Givenchy cos- 
tumes), whose gamine charm is in 
full bloom. That charm doesn’t 
extend to George Peppard as the 
young writer who becomes infatu- 
ated with Holly, though Patricia 
Neal is bitchily amusing as the rich 
woman who keeps him.

The good news about this movie is 
that it may be the first from Brian 
De Palma in which a woman is not 
brutally murdered or viciously 
assaulted. But the bad news could 
fill the Sunday Times as a stellar 
cast, including Al Pacino, Sean 
Penn, and John Leguizamo, strug- 
gle in vain against the overwhelm- 
ing triteness of Brian De Palma’s 
vision — it’s another step in the 
decline of one of America’s most 
audacious, if uneven, filmmakers. 
Legendary Puerto Rican mobster 
Carlito Brigante (Pacino) gets 
sprung from jail by his shyster 
lawyer (Penn, in an inspired tour 
de force), and tries to stay clean 
and earn enough money to co- 
own a legitimate business in the 
Bahamas. Chief among the haz- 
ards he must face in pursuing his 
goals is his own loyalty to the code 
of the street; he also has his vapid 
dancer girlfriend (an annoying 
Penelope Ann Miller) to deal with. 
A relentless farrago of stereo- 
types, with some of the most inane 
dialogue ever uttered on screen, 
not to mention inept storytelling, 
this film is almost enough to make 
you long for the misogynist De 
Paima of old.

(1947).Claude Autant-Lara’s 
tough-minded adaptation of the 
beautiful 1923 Raymond Radiguet 
novel was, like its source, notori- 
ous in its day. Gérard Philipe plays 
Frangois, the high-schooler child- 
ishly demanding of his lover, 
Marthe (Micheline Presle, in a 
splendid performance). He has 
pouting fits of jealousy whenever 
her soldier husband writes her 
from the front. She loves him with 
a completeness he’s too young to 
understand and a resigned sereni- 
ty, knowing (which he can’t) that 
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they’re doomed. Autant-Lara cap- 
tures facets of that compulsive, 
illicit kind of loving that no one else 
ever has, like its sometimes cruel 
exclusiveness.

MADAME DE... (1953). Max 
Ophuls’s film of the Louise de 
Valmorin novel is both comic and 
tragic. The aristocratic Madame 
sells a pair of diamond earrings, 
her husband's wedding gift to her, 
to pay her debts; the jewels 
change hands with amusing rapid- 
ity and return to Madame as a gift 
from her lover. Suddenly they 
become meaningful to her.

It covers Chinese 
history from the 1920s to the 
1970s, as experienced by Dieyi 
(Leslie Cheung) and Xiaolou

opera, in which Dieyi is a concu- 
bine who'd rather die than leave 
the side of the fallen king, Xiaolou.

Anthony Hopkins and 
Emma Thompson give impeccable 
performances, director James 
Ivory and screenwriter Ruth 
Prawer Jhabvala orchestrate 
splendid set pieces, and the 
Merchant/Ivory period appoint- 
ments live up to the production 
team’s reputation. The butler 
Stevens (Hopkins) can only stand 
mute as his master, Lord 
Darlington, consorts with the Nazis 
in the late 1930s — and as his 
love, the housekeeper Miss 
Kenton (Thompson), looks else- 
where for a life. By turns sarcastic, 
tender, and coltish, she knows that 
she and Stevens love each other, 
but like him, she’s too weak to act 
on her feelings.

(1993). Writer/director Victor 
Nufiez’s movie is that rare film that 
attempts to take a novelistic look 
at a character's inner life; and in 
Ashley Judd, he’s found the rare 
actress capable of making that 
inner life visible on screen. Judd, 
whose mother and sister are coun- 
try stars Naomi and Wynonna, 
plays Ruby, a young woman who 
flees the unnamed horrors of her 
hillbilly Tennessee hamlet for an 
abandoned resort area in Florida. 
She is a heroine for our era of 
diminished expectations who 
expects to find fulfillment not 
through material success or world- 
ly accomplishment but through a 
personal search for meaning, a 
search relayed with disarming 
candor by her diary and voice- 
over, as well as her face, which is 
the movie’s second screen.

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*x*x*xxSCHINDLER’S LIST 
(1993). Steven Spielberg has put 
aside childish things — fantasy, 
sentimentality, special effects — 
and confronted the demons and 
desires that lingered beneath 
some of the slickest and most suc- 
cessful entertainments in cinema. 
Here he does not pose salvation in 
the heavens or evil in the depths; 
he’s located both in the human 
heart and in a historical reality. 
The screenplay, an adaptation by 
Steven Zaillian of Thomas Keneal- 
ly’s book, is the true story of Oskar 
Schindier (Liam Neeson), the 
opportunistic capitalist and Nazi 
Party member who metamor- 
phosed into one of the greatest 
humanitarian heroes of World War 
ll: his “list” is a compilation of the 
names of 1100 Jewish laborers 
ransomed from Hitler’s Final 
Solution. Beside Schindler for 
much of the film are either Itzhak 
Stern (Ben Kingsley), his financial 
and spiritual accountant, or Amon 
Goeth (Ralph Fiennes), a genial 
monster who rules his labor camp 
with a cruelty that is both capri- 
cious and methodical; Goeth 
allows Schindler to come to grips 
with his inner beast, even as Stern 
evokes his inner angel. The devel- 
opment of these three is coordi- 
nated with the terrifying trials of 
the Jewish prisoners. “The list is 
life,” says Stern. “Beyond the list is 
the void.” This film reckons with 
both those enormities, life and the 
void, examining with unearthly 
restraint, detachment, pathos, and 
zeal. the ultimate horror, the 
Holocaust. The result is one of the 
greatest films made on the sub- 
ject.

***x 1/2 SHORT CUTS (1993). 


Director and co-screenwriter (with 
Frank Barhydt) Robert Altman has 
thoroughly Altmanized nine short 
stories and one poem by Ray- 
mond Carver, weaving them into a 
three-hour-plus funky fugue of 22 
lives. The result is brilliant, frus- 
trating, and outrageous; it 
explodes Carver’s homespun 
haiku with perverse and puckish 
invention. Among the many stars, 
Tom Waits plays a boozy chauf- 
feur married to waitress Lily 
Tomlin; Andie MacDowell and 
Bruce Davison are parents to a lit- 
tle boy hit by Tomlin’s car; 
Matthew Modine is the doctor who 
treats the boy; Jack Lemmon is 
Davison’s father.

The cable TV stars have 
moved out of their parents’ houses 
into a loft, and they’re putting 
together a concert called Wayne- 
stock, even as Wayne sees a 
record producer (Christopher 
Walken) snag his excellent babe 
Cassandra (Tia Carrere). Mean- 
while Garth must deal with the 
excellent advances of age (he’s 
got pubes) and a woman (Kim 
Basinger). Along the way there are 
dedications to Jim Morrison, The 
Graduate, and Hong Kong action 
films, plus visits from Chariton 
Heston, Drew Barrymore, and 
Aerosmith.

THE STORY 

“I write the songs that make the young 
girls cry,” jokes Jonatha Brooke, one-half 
of the folk-pop duo called the Story. 
Brooke has no idea how right she is, At a 
recent Story performance, some listeners 
were visibly moved as Brooke, 29, and 
Jennifer Kimball, 30, sang “Angel in the 
House,” a haunting tale of female oppres- 
sion and an homage of sorts to Virginia 
Woolf. 

“Angel in the House” is the single off 
the duo’s new album, and it’s just one ex- 
ample of the subjects Brooke explores in 
her songs. Topics range from teen prosti- 
tution to apartheid to her dog. 

The first chapter in the Story’s history 
began 10 years ago at Amherst College, 
where Brooke and Kimball met. Soon the 
two were singing at local coffeehouses 
and clubs, and before long they had ac- 
quired a strong following. 

After college, the duo moved to Boston 
and began performing at all the aspiring- 
rocker haunts: Johnny D’s, the former 
Nightstage, the Middle East. Independent 
label Green Linnet released Brooke and 
Kimball's first album, Grace in Gravity; 
Elektra later re-released it, and the Story 
was on their way.

MITCH BENOFF 

This year’s traditional ice-sculpture ex- 
travaganza will be up against some fierce 
competition — a spectacular strobe-light 
sculpture by Mitch Benoff, Berklee Col- 
lege of Music’s acting department chair in 
Music Production and Engineering, 

“Speed of the Earth” consists of 31 
strobe lights mounted eight feet above the 
ground, The lights fire sequentially so that 
the viewer will see what appears to be “a 
rocketing ball of light” racing down a 
300-foot path at 738 miles per hour, in 
just over a quarter of a second. 

The strobe light is set to fire at a veloci- 
ty equal to the surface speed of the earth 
as it rotates on its axis (1127 feet per sec- 
ond, or 738 miles per hour), making the 
sculpture work as a visual representation 
of a natural phenomenon.
